Spirit of Old West Point

We note with cordial approval the action of the Dis- 
trict Attorney of the county of New York in the case of 
a young officer of the Army now in custody on charges of 
forgery. The alleged victims of the accused are his brother 
officers and a firm of money-lenders, with headquarters in 
West Virginia. The young man was arrested in New 
York on Oct. 11 and committed to the Tombs. When ar- 
raigned before a civil magistrate Oct. 14 for a hearing the 
Assistant District Attorney, Mr. Paul Krotel, pointed 
out to the court that the case was manifestly one that 
should be tried by a military tribunal, and the magistrate, 
concurring in that view of the matter, directed the sur- 
render of the prisoner to the military authorities, by 
whom he was subsequently placed in confinement on Gov- 
ernors Island pending trial by court-martial. We cannot 
too strongly commend the action of the civil authorities 
in this affair. It affords a frank and thoroughly deserved 
expression of confidence in the integrity of military jus- 
tice, a confidence which, we predict, will be amply justi- 
fied by the action of the court-martial before which the 
accused will be arraigned in due season. The course 
adopted by the authorities of the county of New York in 
this affair is in refreshing contrast with the action recent- 
ly taken by the authorities of King’s county in the case 
of an enlisted man of the Marine Corps, who, while on 
sentry duty at the New York Navy Yard, shot into and 
wounded a member of a crowd of rowdies who were jeer- 
ing and insulting him. The marine was promptly placed 
under arrest by order of the commandant of the yard, 
Rear Admiral Goodrich, who very properly refused a de- 
mand from the local police authorities that the prisoner 
be surrendered to them for trial before a civil court. On 
an appeal to the Navy Department, however, we re- 
gret to say, Admiral Goodrich was over-ruled and he 
was obliged to surrender the accused to the civil 
authorities, though the case was manifestly one in 
which the first jurisdiction belonged to the military 
authorities, 
defendant had violated regulations in firing upon his 
tormentors as he did. There was no more reason to fear 
a miscarriage of justice at the hands of a court-martial 
in his case than there is to fear a similar result at the 
hands of a similar tribunal in the case of the young Army 
officer whom the District Attorney of New York has vol- 
untarily surrendered to the military authorities. The 
point to be kept in mind with respect to both of these 
cases is that even if either or both had resulted in what 
seemed to be a perversion of justice the civil authorities 
could still have exercised jurisdiction regardless of the 
findings of a military tribunal. 
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The prospective cruise of the Atlantic Fleet to the 
Pacific has aroused an increase of interest in the Navy, 
not only among the officers and men of the Service, but 
among the people at large, which is at once significant 
and gratifying. Various newspapers which at first op- 
posed the cruise as an extravagant as well as an im- 
prudent undertaking, are beginning to realize that it will 
have an educational value of the highest importance, and 
that to abandon it after having formally announced that 
it would take place would have been an exhibition of 
timidity and vacillation that would have been most dis- 
heartening. How the project is regarded by the Navy is 
clearly indicated by the Secretary of the Navy in a 
current newspaper interview in which he is quoted as 
follows: “I am deeply gratified over the spirit there is 
in this Department and in the Service generally. Why, 
not only are the officers begging to be allowed to go to the 
Pacific, but the enlisted men as well. They all realize 
that the experience will prove invaluable, and that the 
cruise will afford each man an opportunity to show what 
is in him, and how well he can perform the service in- 
trusted to him. I believe for the future the policy of

the Department will be to keep the Navy together. The 
fleet will-rétarn from the Pacific, and will make its home 
in the Atlantic, but the strength of the Atlantic Fleet as 
permanently organized remains to be seen. We have a 
remarkably fine fleet on the Pacific now; by gradual ac- 
cretion it has been brought up to a point never before 
attained. Of course the Navy is not for show, but for 
work. In time of peace it isan insurance against war. 
In tinie of war it is the great guarantee of the safety of 
the nation from invasion. The policy which will govern 
the department and the disposal of the fleet while I am 
Secretary will be that which seems most likely to pro- 
mote the preparedness of the Navy at all times.” 
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Commenting on the Artillery firing on the redoubt at 
Fort Riley on Sept. 11, 1907, a writer in the Journal of 
the Cavalry Association states that the firing was done 
with the 3-inch and 5-inch rifles and the 7-inch howitzer, 
about forty-eight shots from the heavy siege guns and 144 
shots from the 3-inch guns. The siege guns were fired 
from a range of 6,000 yards and the 3-inch guns from a 
range of about 2,700 yards. As to the effects of this fir- 
ing, the same writer says: ‘Several of the 7-inch shells 
fell along the capital of the work itself and piercing the 
bombproofs would have inflicted much damage had they 
been occupied by living targets. The fire lasted for about 
two hours, and it very probably would have kept the gar- 
rison crouching or in trenches behind the work until hos- 
tile infantry, under the shelter of this Artillery fire and 
unopposed by any artillery of the defenders, could have 
reached within a few hundred yards .of the redoubt 
Shrapnel fire would have much more easily accomplished 
the same effect, but apparently shell fire is deadly enough. 
Out of ninety-four targets placed in the trenches of this 
work several were struck. This of course does not take 
into consideration those who, if human, would have been 
injured by shock or gases alone. The wire entanglement 
around the redoubt was sheltered only by a slight rise of 
the ground, and during the fire it was twice struck, once 
in front and once behind; both shots appeared to be by 
7-inch shells, The amount of damage to the redoubt by 
all this firing was very little, and it could very readly 
have been repaired, under cover of darkness, in a few 
hours by the garrison who were supposed to have occupied 
it. From a tactical point of view this firing was in- 
structive in allowing one to surmise from the accuracy 
of fire exhibited, how near the attacking infantry might 
approach the redoubt without injury from its own guns, 
the length of time required under service conditions for 
ranging and the effect of the “Artillery fire on the occu- 
pants of the redoubt.” 
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Capt. Cromwell Stacey, 21st U.S. Infantry, who is 
thoroughly familiar with the methods and merits of the 
Philippine Scouts, strongly urges that those troops be 
organized into regiments, that they be recruited up to a 
total of 12,000 as now authorized by law, and that four 
commissioned officers be given to each company, his view 
being that if these things were done we should have a 
force capable of handling any situation that may arise 
in the Philippines. “Regiments of Scouts,” says Cap- 
tain Stacey, in the Journal of the Infantry Association, 
“should be composed of the same tribe, as it facilitates 
the cultivation of esprit de corps and simplifies matters 
greatly for instruction, guard, etc. Otherwise, you have 
the non-commissioned officers of one company unable 
to talk to the men of another, which might be ruinous 
under certain circumstances, and, besides, there are 
blood feuds between many of the tribes which would be 
apt to engender trouble if they were in the same regi- 
ment. There is no question in my mind in regard to 
their absolute loyalty, and in consequence I cannot see 
one single advantage in having a mixed regiment. Its 
disadvantages are obvious. A healthy rivalry between 
regiments would be a good thing, but rivalry among 
companies of the same regiment, if they are of different 
tribes, could only end in one way—a fight with bolos, 
which has already happened, by the way, between com- 
panies of different tribes, and might have ended very 
seriously had other troops not been present and inter- 
fered.” 
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If it be true, as stated in the daily newspapers, that 
Mr. Charles M. Schwab will re-open the Union Tron 
Works of San Francisco, of which he is the head, to un- 
dertake such repairs as may be needed on any of the 
ships of the Atlantic Fleet when they reach the Pacific, 
the fact is one that calls for congratulation. The pro- 
prietors of the Union Iron Works announced about a 
year ago that they would make no more bids for éontracts 
for the construction of warships, and since then the es- 
tablishment has been closed to undertakings for the gov- 
ernment, As it has the facilities for building warships 
of the larger types, the withdrawal of this concern from 
the competition for battleship contracts was a most un- 
fortunate thing for naval interests on the Pacific coast 
and caused earnest regret. The announcement that the 
works will be re-opened to make such repairs as may be 
needed on the vessels of Admiral Evans’s fleet is, there- 
fore, most gratifying, and we indulge the hope that it 
may foreshadow the reappearance of the concern in the 
field of competition for contracts for warship construc- 
tion. The president of the company, Mr. A. J. Gregory, 
states that the establishment will be prepared to dock the 
entire fleet, if necessary, and this assurance is specially 
gratifying in view of the limited docking facilities for ves- 
sels of the battleship type at the government yards on the 


Pacific coast. The action of Mr. Schwab in thus placing 
the facilities of the Union Iron Works at the disposal of 
the Navy entitle him to the heartiest commendation of 
the government and the public. 
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The Quartermaster General of the Army and the 
Chief of Artillery both agree that the Coast Artillery 
should be provided with additional torpedo planters. The. 
views of General Murray, Chief of Artillery, on. this 
question have already been published in these columns, 
Refering to the same subject, Quartermaster General 
Aleshire states that one more torpedo planter is neces- 
sary for the Pacific coast, to allow a vessel to. be as- 
signed to duty with the Artillery posts in the harbors of 
San Francisco and San Diego, and one for the Artillery 
posts on the Columbia river and in Puget Sound. This 
additional planter would not. only. complete the number 
necessary for instruction purposes in the United States, 
but in addition would insure each of the two important 
portions of the Pacific coast having available at any 
time a vessel fully prepared for planting submarine 
mines. The submarine mine defense of the Philippine 
and Hawaiian Islands should not be dependent upon the 
possibility of suitable boats being by chance in their’: 
harbors at time of need. It is necessary that these im- 
portant places be entirely prepared for rapid and effi-: 
cient mine planting. This would require one planter 
for Manila, one for Subic Bay, one for Pearl Harbor, 
and one for Honolulu. 
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The rapid development of the Coast Artillery and the 
excellence of the present system of fire direction are most 
clearly shown by comparing the results of target practice 
for 1900 with those for 1906. Due to improvements in 
our system of fire direction and to efficient training of 
our Coast Artillery personnel, eight times as many hits 
from a heavy gun in a given time were obtained in 1906 
as in 1900—and at a range in 1906, at which the chance 
of hitting is one-half as great as that at the range used it 
1900—in other words, about sixteen times as many hits 
were made in 1906 from the same gun, in a given time, 


at the same range, as were made in 1900. Thus the ex-», 


penditure of a comparatively small amount on our fire-' 
control installation and by thorough training of our Ar- 
tillerymen, the value of our gun: defenses, as estimated. 
by their hitting capacity, was increased sixteen fold in 
six years. The result of target practice for the year 1907 
show that this battery hitting capacity has been still 
further largely increased.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF OF ORDNANCE, U.S.A. 


Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., 
devotes much space in his annual report to the subject of 
gun erosion. He states that the later models of 5, 6, 10 
and 12-inch guns, with their high muzzle velocities, ob- 
tained by the use of large powder charges, giving high 
maximum pressures, were tle guns that were being most 
rapidly eroded, and their prescribed muzzle velocities have 
been reduced, for both practice and service charges, to 
those of the earlier models, and the data available at pres- 
ent indicate that the accuracy-life of these guns will, as a 
result, be trebled. ‘The actual reductions made in the 
muzzle velocities of these guns are as follows: Five-inch 
rapid fire, model of 1900, from 3,000 to 2,600 feet per 
second; 6-inch rapid fire, models of 1900, 1903 and 1905, 
from 2,900 to 2,600 feet per second; 10-inch and 12-inch, 
model of 1900, from 2,500 to 2,250 feet per second. 

Of the 14-inch guns recommended by the Taft Board 
to be used in place of the 12-inch guns in stations where 
the highest power is required, the necessary funds for 
three were appropriated by Congress at its last session, 
two to be mounted in the Philippines and one in this 


country. The designs for these guns have been completed 
and contracts placed for forgings, upon the delivery of 
which the actual manufacture of the guns will begin. Two 
of the guns will be built of concentric cylinders, assem- 
bled with shrinkages in accordance with the system used 
heretofore, and one with the outer cylinders replaced by 
wire, wound under tension, or the type known as the 
“wire gun.” " A 

General Crozier states that in studying the relative ef- 
fect of the different causes producing erosion an effort 
has been made to separate the effect of erosion of the 
bore due to the action of highly heated powder gases from 
the simple wear of the bore due to friction of the rotating 
band of the projectile and at the same time to arrive at 
some conclusion as to the grade of steel most suitable for 
the manufacture of gun tubes. The results of both the 
erosion and friction tests lead to the conclusion that the 
metal used at present in the manufacture of gun tubes is 
as satisfactory as any that can be obtained, which con- 
firms the results of previous tests made with barrels for 
the United States magazine rifle, model of 1903. 

Various explanations have been advanced for the ero- 
sion of guns. That most generally given is that it is due 
to the escape of smal] streams of gas past the projectile ; 
but this does not cover all the phenomena observed. For 
instance, it fails to take into account the extremely tight 
sealing of the bores of cannon by the copper bands of the 
projectiles, which are made to seat upon the smooth por- 
tion of the bore in rear of the starting point of the rifling, 
and having a projecting lip at the rear edge slightly larger 
in diameter than the seat, thus forming a most efficient 
gas check. Also, this explanation does not account for 
the smooth and even wearing of the rear portion of the 
rifled bore of the gun into a smoothbore instead of the 
guttering .which would result from the really erosive ac- 
tion of jets of gas; in addition, it does not explain why 
the wear should take place so much faster in larger than 
in smaller guns. The most reasonable explanation ap- 
pears to be that the effects are due to the softening and 
washing away of a thin skin of metal at the surface sub- 
jected to the highest temperature and pressure, at each 
round, by the extremely hot gases in contact with it. This 
explanation covers all the points which have been raised. 
While the causes of erosion may be known, the data at 
present available are not sufficient to clearly define their 
relative values or ability to produce erosion, and the ex- 
periments which are in progress and those which will be 
made have such definition for their object. When the 
relative values of the causes producing erosion shall have 
been accurately determined, guns can be designed, which, 
for a given caliber and muzzle velocity, will have the 
power, weight of charge, chamber capacity, and other con- 
ditions involved so adjusted as to insure the longest pos- 
sible accuracy-life. ” 

The new rifle with knife bayonet and model of 1905 
rear sight, has been issued to all the Regular troops in 
service. It has, on the whole, proved most satisfactory. 
The minor defects mentioned in General Crozier’s last an- 
nual report, have been overcome, and, with the exception 
ef the weapons in the hands of the troops, the greater 
part have been rechambered for the mode] of 1906 ammu- 
nition. As soon as a sufficient quantity of this ammuni- 
tion shall have been manufactured the modified rifle wiil 
he issued and the rifles recalled will also be converted. 
On this account the reserve supply of ammunition, model 
of 1903, has been reduced to the lowest amount possible, 
in order that, concurrently with the issue of the altered 
rifle, the new ammunition will be available and the model 
of 1903 ammunition exhausted. It is expected that a full 
supply of improved telescopic sights for the new rifles 
will be issued during the present calendar year. 

uring the year a board convened for the test of re- 
volvers and automatic pistols made trials with the Coli, 
Luger, Savage, Knoble single action, Knoble double ac- 
tion, Bergmann and White-Merrill. The double-action 
revolvers were the Colt and Smith & Wesson. The Web- 
ley-Fosbery automatic revolver was also tested. All of 
the above weapons were caliber .45, firing ammunition 
having 2 muzzle velocity of approximately 800 feet per 
second and a weight of bullet of 230 grains. As a result 
of the tests the board stated its belief to be that the ad- 
vantages of the automatic pistol and the disadvantages of 
the double-action revolved are such as to require the 
adoption of an automatic pistol if practical certainty of 
action is attained. None of the weapons tested were en- 
tirely satisfactory to the board in this respect, but favor- 
able mention was made of the Colt, the Savage and the 
Luger. 

The board was of the opinion that the pistol finally 
adopted should be of the caliber .45 because of the greater 
stopping power of the projectile than that of the present 
ealiber .38. Special means of increasing the stopping 
power of the caliber .38 bullet have been devised (pro- 
posed by Capt. Samuel Hof, Ord. Dept.), but it has been 
deemed better to endure the slight increase of weight in- 
volved with the pistol and »mmunition of caliber .45 than 
to adopt a cruel form of bullet of smaller caliber. Dur- 
ing the year an automatic pistol, caliber .45, designed by 
Major W. S. Peirce, Ord. Dept., and Capt. Wilford J. 
Hawkins, also of the Ordnance. has been manufactured 
and given an armory test. While not entirely successful, 
the pistol gave so much premise that another one of the 
same design, but with such improvements as the test of 
the first one wonld seem to make necessary, will be manu- 
factured and tested. 

In view of the use of high-explosive shell in both field 
and seacoast guns, it was deemed advisable to determine 
the effect upon a gun of the premature. burst of such a 
shell in the bore. The gun selected was a 3-inch field gun. 
These tests indicate: First, that.if a high-explosive shell 


be prematurely detonated in the bore near the breech, 
there is little probability of the gun bursting, and second, 
that if the detonation occur in the bore, near the muzzle, 
that portion of the gun will yield explosively, but the 
fragments will be thrown in such a direction as not to 
greatly endanger the gun detachment. 

General Crozier states that he has been experimenting 
with a view of developing a satisfactory hand grenade. 
The last one tried weighs little more than a pound,. but 
contains a relatively large charge of high explosive, and 
can be thrown by hand a distance of from 100 to 125 feet 
over an obstacle 50 to 60 feet high. There is also under 
consideration a design of mortar for throwing these pro- 
jectiles a much greater distance, this mortar to be light 
enough to be carried about by hand. Such an instru- 
ment of warfare would find its principal place in the at- 
tack of fortified positions when the besiegers by trenches 
or other ineans had been able to come close to the be- 
sieged and when the fire of the small-arms rifle had be- 
eome ineffective owing to its flat trajectory. 

Further experiments have been made to determine the 
best form and composition the gas-check pad for seacoast 
guns of large caliber. This pad is a very important part 
of the breech mechanism, and the efficiency of the gun is 
dependent largely on the manner in which it performs its 
functions. The pad hitherto used is a composition of as- 
bestos and tallow. It was ‘the best that conld be obtained 
and has performed its functions in a satisfactory manner 
in service. except that the composition is subject to ob- 
jectionable chemical and physical changes, due to the 
action of the heat, powder gases, ete., especially under 
rapid-fire conditions. Several new pad compositions have 
heen subjected to extended tests during the year. cover- 
ing all conditions that could arise in service. Two of 
these have given such promising results that one of them 
will probably be adopted in the near future, eliminating 
the objectionable features of the old composition. 

The material issed for Artillery practice during the 
year proved highly satisfactory. The use of capped projec- 
tiles for target practice has been extended during the year 
to include 12-inch mortars as well as the seacoast guns of 
5-inch caliber and upward. All projectiles hereafter pro- 
cured for target practice will have the same exterior di- 
mensions as the service projectiles and the same position 
of the center of gravity, thus permitting, without correc- 
tions, the use of the range tables corresponding to and 
prepared for the service projectiles. For the purpose of 
eliminating as far as practicable the effect upon the muz- 
zle velocity of variations in powder charges, resulting 
from storage under different conditions, etc., battery com- 
manders have been authorized to reblend, reweigh, and 
remake charges of the same lot of powder for the same 
gun, if they so desire, immediately before target practice. 
It is expected that these provisions, if carefully followed 
out, will still further improve the target practice with 
seacoast guns. In fact they have already done so.” 
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DEPARTMENT OF THE MISSOURI. 


Brig. Gen. Edward S. Godfrey, U.S.A., commanding 
the Department of the Missouri, states in his annual re- 
port that while he is not at all convinced that the Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery and Infantry arms each need a chief, 
he strongly favors an inspector general for each of the 
three arms of the line; an inspector general who would 
be constantly on the go and who would not only be ac- 
curately in touch with the state of efficiency of the differ- 
ent regiments of his arm, but would be able to apply fit 
discrimination when conditions and circumstances were 
different. These inspectors general should be assistants 
to the Chief of Staif, who would co-ordinate their duties 
for the increase of general military efficiency and prepar- 
edness. They should have no administrative duties, ex- 
— through the Chief of Staff, lest they become bureau 
chiets, 

General Godfrey also believes that changes are needed 
in the present system of practice marches. These marches, 
he contends, should be partially garrison training and 
partially field training, i.e., marching exercises, garrison 
training, should be frequent, but not often with full 
equipment, and the nature of these exercises shonld be 
left largely to the discretion of post commanders, This 
character of garrison training for mounted troops would 
be in substitution for horse exercise. Marches that would 
come under the title of field training would be marches 
of considevable extent with full equipment. In these suf- 
ficient latitude should be allowed in regard to distance 
and time, so that a distinct object can be given to the 
march, as for instance, to reach a suitable locality at a 
distance from the post where field exercises may be un- 
dertaken. It should be apparent to the enlisted man that 
the object in carrying his full equipment is that he may 
be provided with it for necessary purposes at the end of 
his march. During that part of the year adapted es- 
pecially to practical instruction, one practice march 
should be required every month to extend from two to six 
days. It should not be expected that troops would march 
continuously for this period, only long enough to reach 
desired localities, where with suitable camping accommo- 
dations the field instruction could be given. It would ap- 
pear to be unnecessary to prescribe that organizations 
should yearly take the field for a period of not less than 
twenty-one consecutive days. This character of training 
should be contingent upon the institution of camps of in- 
struction or maneuver camps requiring the concentration 
of a large number of troops. FAN 

It is General Godfrey’s opinionsthat a breeding farm 
for horses for Cavalry service should be established on 
the Fort Reno reservation or some other reservation 
where, with intelligent administration, horses of the re- 
quired type can be raised as successfully as in Europe. 
General Godfrey adds: “Three troops of colored cavalry 
could be assigned to the care and handling of the stal- 
lions, mares and colts. In my opinion, colored soldiers, 
as a class, are, by instinct, and often by training, better 
suited for the care of animals than white soldiers; they 
exhibit more patience ‘and more affection.” 

Another recommendation embodied in this interesting 
report is that at each permanent post at least four sets of 
suitable quarters be provided for the married men of 
each organization. That the presence of respectable fam- 
ilies is of great benefit to the enlisted men is recognized in 
the English service; the contentment in our own Army 
thirty years ago can be readily recalled. Proper social 
privileges and enjoyment keep the soldier’s mind free 
from the pernicious influence of the dives that surround 
our garrisons. 

The causes which have badly affected the discipline and 
efficiency of troops stationed in the department, resulting 
in increased discontent and infractions of discipline, and 
correspondingly increased the number of trials of enlisted. 
men, says General Godfrey, are the scarcity of experi- 
enced captains with organizations, lack of experienced, ca- 
pable, well-paid and satisfied non-commissioned officers, 
and the absence of the canteen. Until each organization 





has, as a permanent part of its framework, a captain of 
experience, who is to remain at least some reasonable 
time with it, and a practically permanent efficient body 
of non-commissioned officers, little improvement can be 
expected over the unsatisfactory conditions now existing 
in the Army. To effect changes as mentioned above re- 
course must be had to legislation. As regards the non- 
commissioned officers, when the position is really advan- 
tageous the right kind of men can be found to fill it. Only 
by legislative enactments giving increased pay and allow- 
ances, position and privileges, can this be accomplished. 

“As regards the captains,” General Godfrey goes on to 
say, “the present scarcity may be unavoidable, caused as 
it is by necessary details on detached service from their 
organizations. No change for the better in this respect 
can be expected in the future without legislation. On 
the contrary, with the growth of the country the demands 
will increase. It is of great importance, therefore, that 
legislative action, increasing the number of captains to 
such an extent as to have one captain for duty with each 
organization throughout the line of the Army, be had as 
soon as possible. It is believed that the list of absentee 
captains will include at least three hundred captains, pos- 
sibly more, or approximately thirty per cent. of the line, 
if this estimate is correct. So long as the above condi- 
tions exist, the discipline and efficiency of the Army will 
be unsatisfactory, no matter what orders may be issued. 
The number of captains should be increased without de- 
lay, and this can be accomplished by treating every au- 
thorized detail on detached service (including student 
officers with the rank of captain at the War College, and 
Service schools) as an original vacancy, eausing the im- 
mediate promotion of a first lieutenant to the grade of: 
captain and assignment to the organization affected, as in 
the = detail system in some of the staff depart- 
ments. 


REPORT ON COAST ARTILLERY SCHOOL. 


Lieut. Col. George F. E. Harrison, Coast Art. Corps, 
U.S.A., commandant of the Coast Artillery School, Fort 
Monroe, Va., in his annual report states that when the 
consolidation of the Artillery School and the School of 
Submarine Defense is completed, Fort Monroe will con- 
stitute the most important Artillery station and school 
in the world, befitting, as such, a nation whose extent 
and wealth of coast line and whose concern and interest 
in coast defense exceed those of any other. 

Of the student officers attending during the year there 
were five honor graduates and twenty-seven graduates. 
Four completed the course, but failed to graduate, and 
fourteen failed to complete the course. Hight non-com- 
missioned officers were graduated from the School for 
master gunners and eleven non-commissioned officers and 
privates completed the gourse, but failed to graduate. 

In commenting upon conditions at the school, Colonel 
Harrison says it is important that the building intended 
for the department for enlisted specialists be ready for 
occupancy before Sept. 1, 1908, for the reason that this 
is the only obstacle in the way of bringing together at 
Fort Monroe the instruction of all enlisted specialists. 

The past school year has demonstrated again the su- 
periority of existing orders governing appointment of 
officers to the Coast Artillery Corps over those in force 
in 1901. There were in the last class four officers who 
were appointed in 1901 and who, under existing orders, 
could never have been commissioned in the Artillery on 
account of their lack of both capacity and education. 
One of these officers resigned; another transferred; the 
other two dragged through an unhappy and humiliating 
year, accomplishing but little for themselves or the Ser- 
vice, consuming not only the patience but also the time 
of instructors and acting as a drag on their more cap- 
able classmates. Existing orders cannot be too faith- 
fullly adherred to, for the sake of individuals as well as 
the United States. 

The consolidation will result in economy, but even on 
the most economical basis, such a school requires money. 
Much has been done recently in the way of improving 
the post, but such progress should not be stopped, until 
the post becomes the creditable Government institution 
that it should be. Attention is invited to the fact that 
more United States citizens of discrimination and stand- 
ing critically inspect Fort Monroe in one day than visit, 
in a year, some of the posts on which much larger sums 
have been expended. The armament and equipment at 
Fort Monroe should be of the latest type practicable, and 
alterations and improvements in installed equipment 
should be made here first. ‘This for the reason that 
said armament and equipment, in addition to its ordinary 
functions, is used for the instruction of successive classes 
of student officers. The organizations comprising the 
garrison should at all times have their full complement 
of officers and men and the former should be especially 
selected for their fitness and efficiency. All work at 
Fort Monroe should be a model of its kind and a stan- 
dard for the Service. Student officers should be able to 
see fire and battle commands not only fully equipped, but 
fully manned and competently officered. 

“In view of the fact that the first year course has 
been reduced to practical work which any Coast Artil- 
lery officer should be capable of performing as an ordi- 
nary duty,” says Colonel Harrison, “it is clearly false 
economy to waste further time on officers incompetent 
to master it. That course no longer involves anything 
eomplex or difficult. Should an officer, under the new 
conditions, prove that he cannot pass the regular or 
first year’s course, but one logical conclusion remains: 
that he is incapable of performing even the ordinary 
duties of an Artillery officer. Hence, he should be 
dropped from the rolls. It is hardly to be thought that 
an examination for promotion of a few days’ duration 
should overrule the decision of a practical school which 
has closely observed the work of an officer for an entire 
year, during which his sole duty has been to apply him- 
self to that work. Legislation requiring such officers 
as fail in the first year’s course to be immediately elimi- 
nated by the very fact of such failure would be a vast 
improvement upon present conditions.” 
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The buildings at the Presidio, Cal., are to be recon- 
structed according to plans now under consideration. 
These plans are along the lines laid down when work was 
begun in modernizing the post some ten years ago and 
they include new buildings, installation of a new water 
and sewer system, the location of drill grounds, and of a 
cantonment for the accommodation of troops en route to 
and returning from the Philippines. The Presidio is the 


clearing ground for these troops and is destined to become 
one of the largest and most important garrisons in the 
country. 
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The Association of Military Surgeons of the United 
States convened in sixteenth annual session at the James- 
town Exposition, Norfolk, Va., Oct. 15, with two hundred 
U.S. Army, Navy, Marine Hospital and Nationa] Guard 
surgeons from many States, and distinguished visiting 
surgeons from the army and havy of several European 
and South American countries, as well as Canada and 
Mexico, attending. Among the foreign army surgeons at 
the convention are Surg. W. B, Leishmann, Brevet Lieu- 
tenant Colonel of the Royal Army Medical Corps; Surg. 
Arthur Moorehead, Major Indian Medical Service; Surg. 
MacLean MacLarren, Lieutenant Colonel of the Canadian 
Medicai Corps; Ho, Lieutenant Colonel of the 
lmnperial Japanese-Chinese Army, Canton, China. Among 
the papers read at the first meeting in the morning was 
one, “What is the Most Effective Organization of the 
American National Red Cross for War, and What Should 
be Its Relations to the Medical Departments of the 
Avmy and Navy?” For the best paper on the subject the 
writer receives the Enno Sander prize. The prize was 
awarded to Major Charles Lynch, surg. U.S.A., with 
Maior Rainer coming second. Major Surgeon Amescues, 
of the Mexican army, read a paper on “Hygiene,” while 
Med. Dir. John C. Wise, U.S.N., discussed the “Hospital 
Ship, the Only Adequate Solution of Properly Caring 
for the Sick and Wounded of the Fleet.” After the busi- 
ness session the surgeons were taken in hand by Major 
Charles E. Woodruff, U.S.A., and carried over the Camp 
John Smith, which Major Woodruff showed with a 
creat deal of pride, and its splendid sanitary conditions 
in the low country in which it lies reflects the work and 
skill of Major Woodruff. The first and official public 
meeting of the surgeons was held in the Auditorium on 
the night of Oct. 15, when the Exposition Company of- 
ficially welcomed the surgeons to the fair. Surg. Charles 
1’. Wertenbaker, P.H. and M.HL.S., sanitary director of 
ihe Exposition, presided, Lieutenant Governor Ellyson, 
of Virginia, delivered the address of welcome in behalf of 
the Exposition Company and the State of Virginia. 
Drevet Lieut. Col. Albert Hl. Briggs, N.G.N.Y., made the 
response. Col. Valery Havard, U.S.A., then delivered his 
annual address, discussing the Ideal Medical Department 
in the field. This was followed by the installation of for- 
eign delegates as corresponding members by Major James 
Evelyn Pilcher, secretary of the association, to which the 
foreign surgeons present made appropriate responses. 
Among the papers read on Oct. 16 were the following: 
“The Sanitation of Modern Military Camps,” by Major 
Woodruff, U.S.A.; “The Sanitation of the Jamestown 
‘(er-Centennial Exposition,” by Surg. Rupert Blue and 
Surg. William Colby Rucker, of the Marine Hospital 
Service; and a “Study of Tuberclulosis in the United 
States Navy,” by Surg. Gen. Presley M. Rixey, U.S.N., 
and a paper on “The History of the Typhoid Cases on 
Board the Connecticut,’ by P.A. Surg. Paul E. McDon- 
1 old, U.S.N. 








The following extract from the annual report of Briga- 
dier General Crozier, Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., was in- 
adyertently omitted from the synopsis of the report which 
appears in another column: The reserve supply of 
Infantry and Cavalry rifles is very fair and is in- 
creasing at a satisfactory rate. For some years to 
come, however, an army of war size would have to 
be armed with rifles of two models, namely, that of 
1903 and that of 1908, the last generally known as the 
Krag-Jérgensen, with which the militia is now armed. 
The reserve ammunition for the latter rifle is sufficient, 
and only such additional supplies need be currently pro- 
cured as to meet the annual expenditures. The reserve 
supply for the rifle of the model of 1903 is not sufficient. 
There is a moderate supply of revolvers of caliber .38 and 
of caliber .45; but the commencement of the accumula- 
tion of a proper reserve for the contingency of war is 
delayed by the effort to develop the automatic pistol to 
a satisfactory stage. There is a very good reserve of in- 
fantry and cavalry and horse equipments. The arma- 
ment of the seacoast fortifications of the United States is 
in a very forward condition of effectiveness. The coast 
defense 1s not entirely complete, but it is believed to be 
such as to preclude the occurrence of great disaster of a 
class to be prevented by this kind of preparation. ‘There 
is some reserve supply of ammunition, but it is not what 
it should be. The reserve supply of mobile artillery is 
in a less satisfactory state than that of any other class 
of fighting material. We have a sufficient number of 
mountain guns, but the model is not completely up to 
date. Vhe standard field gun is believed to be of as good 
model as any in existence, but the supply should be much 
vreater and should be increasing at a more rapid rate than 
current appropriations permit. The model of the heavy 
field gun has just been decided upon, but there are not 
sufficient funds to proceed with their manufacture in any 
considerable quantity. The model of the light siege gun 
has been established and a small number are under con- 
struction; the rate of production should be considerably 
increased. Models of light and heavy field howitzers 
and of light siege howitzers have not yet been adopted ; 
but experimental pieces and carriages are under construc- 
tion and will soon be ready for test. 
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In the act making appropriations for the expenses of 
the insular government for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1908, the existing Philippine Legislature has cast an 
anchor to leeward by providing for control of the posi- 
tion of Director of Constabulary. Under the present law 
officers of the United States Army are detailed as Direc- 
tor and Assistant Directors of the Bureau of Constabu- 
lary, the island government paying their salaries. The 
Appropriations Bill, which was enacted Aug. 7, 1907, for 
the fiscal year ending June 30, 1908, in the clause provid- 
ing for salaries and wages of brigadier generals, at the 
head of the bureau and his associate officers contains the 
proviso “that in the event of the vacation of the position 
of Director of Constabulary by an Army officer the Gov- 
ernor General may fill the position by the appointment of 
a civilian at a salary of 12,000 pesos per annum: and 
l’rovided further, that upon: the vacation of the positions 
of Assistant Directors now occupied by Army officers the 
Governor General may fill the positions by the appoint- 
ment of civilians at 7,000 pesos per annum each. This 
legislation, when the bill was received at the War De- 
partment, was received with some surprise, but it has 
been satisfactorily explained that the Philippine Govern- 
ment does not intend to take the control of the Constabu- 
lary force out of the hands of Army officers, but in view 
of possible legislation by the newly elected Philippine 
Legislature it has been deemed wise to provide a way for 
the Governor General to keep absolute control. of the Con- 
stabulary force, There is no expectation that Gen. Harry 
H. Bandholtz, now the Director of the Bureau of Con- 
stabulary, will be relieved from’ duty in that position. 





There is every prospect that he will continue in it for 
several years. 


The Foraker bill, introduced during the last session of 
Congress, authorizing the President to promote twenty- 
three retired veteran officers to the grade of general offi- 
cers, will be strongly pushed at the coming session of 
Congress. The twenty-three are the only officers of long 
service whose active careers embraced the Civil War 
period that have not reached the general officer grade. 
There are 1388 Regular Army officers living who served 
in the Civil War; of these 115 are general officers and 
nine of them are on. the active list. Nine others, by 
reason of the law of April 23, 1904, will become generals 
when they retire, if not before. The twenty-three for 
whose benefit the Ohio senator introduced his bill are 
the only ones who will have to remain away behind 
their comrades unless Congress: puts them on a footing 
of equality with them. At the close of the Civil War 
there were 3,086 officers in the regular establishment. 
The 138 above mentioned are the only ones left of all 
those who saw long service, and of these 138, only 
twenty-three have thus far, through no fault of their 
own, failed to attain the stars of the general officer. The 
twenty-three are: Cols.

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An explosion occurred at the Du Pont Blasting Powder 
Mills, near Fontanet,; Ind., Oct. 15, which caused the 
death of forty persons and almost as many fatally burned 
or hurt, six hundred others more or less seriously injured, 
and a prosperous town leveled to the earth. The explo- 
sion at the powder mills came without warning. What 
caused the first one is a mystery and may never be ex- 
plained. Once the combustion had started, there was no 
stopping it ,and one by one seven mills were shot into the 
air in splinters. ‘Two hundred men were employed at the 
works, but luckily only seventy-five were at their labors 
when the first explosion took place. The shock and de- 
tonation were indescribable. The ground shook, and for 
miles around buildings rocked as if riding a seismic swell. 
Cities, towns and farming communities, some as much as 
two hundred miles away, were affected. Throughout the 
surrounding country in farmhouses and country schools 
where women and chiidren sat, buildings crashed to the 
ground. Persons out in the open, walking in the road far 
from the powder plant, were hurled off their feet and in- 
jured. Governor Hanly and a detachment of the Indiana 
National Guard at once assumed control of the place of 
devastation to keep order, and tentage and rations were 
supplied to the many homeless. There were forty thou- 
sand kegs of blasting powder stored in the magazine, and 
every one blew up, seemingly at the same moment. It 
was this detonation that shook the homes and stores and 
factories in Fontanet to pieces and which brought death 
and injury to scores miles away. The loss to the powder 
plant is estimated at $100,000 


ee 
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Officers with the Army in the Philippines are seriously 
questioning the practice of detailing officers from regi- 
ments stationed in the Islands for recruiting and other 
special service. Under orders from Washington, Gen- 
eral Wood has been of late selecting a number of offi- 
cers from the 4th Cavalry and 1st and 2d Infantry for 
recruiting duty. The officers in the Philippines argue 
that that is the only place where the Army has any 
real field work to do, and that everybody, rank and file, 
is kept busy to the limit and details to special service 
result in putting excessive duty on officers who remain 
with their organizations. It is claimed that during the 
last year a number of companies:in Leyte and Samar 
have been officered by one man each. Few regiments in 
the islands have more than seventy-five per cent. of their 
officers. The conditions are such that the men require 
more attention, and the officer has more to do than in 
the United States. At the War Department the answer 
is made that recruiting duty must be done and that 
officers are taken from regiments in the Philippines just 
as they are from those stationed in the United States 
and in Cuba, and that no preferences have been shown 
to anyone. It is not likely that the criticism will re- 
sult in any change of practice.

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Mr. Kikujiro Ishii, Chief of the Consular Service of 
Japan, who is making a tour of America, ridicules the 
newspaper talk of war between his country and the 
United States, and declares that nothing is more un- 
likely. In the course of an address at a luncheon given 
in his honor in New York, Oct. 11, he said: “It is 
perfectly natural that the United States should move its 
battleship fleet from one part of the country to another 
at will and no particular significance should attach to 
the movement of the Atlantic Fleet to the Pacific coast; 
certainly the Japanese do not give it any. I have made 
quite an extended trip through your country, and during 
my stay here I have formed quite an optimistic opinion. 
Everywhere I went I was assured by the American 
people that the Japanese were quite welcome here and 
I have myself witnessed that cordial relationship and 
friendly feeling existing between the people of America 
and my people. I have come to the conclusion that 
there is no real. conflict of interests between the two 
countries and that the cordiality and friendship ought to 
-grow, despite the efforts of the ‘hoodlum’ element to the 
contrary. There is absolutely no war talk in Japan.”

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The following remarkable statement appears in a 
Washington despatch of Oct. 16 to the New York Sun: 
“The war fever is spreading through the personnel of the 
Army and the Navy. Many officers are now aware of 
the circumstances which led to the decision to send the 
battleship fleet to the Pacific, and with their eyes opened 
in that respect they are watching the trend of events 
with absorbing interest.” .An utterance so reckless and 
unwarranted as the above should not be allowed to pass 
uncontradicted. It is utterly without foundation in fact. 
The “war fever,” if there is any such thing, of which 
there is uo evidence, has not infected the personnel of 
the Army or the Navy. We do not know of any officer 
of either Service who wants war or expects it. There 
is no such condition as the Sun describes. Army and 
Navy officers in Washington and elsewhere have not 
lost their heads, but are going about their business as 
usual in the manner befitting men of sense and responsi- 
bility. It is amazing and disheartening that a journal 
like the Sun should publish alarmist reports for which 
there is no reasonable warrant. They should find no 
utterance save in the columns of the yellowest of the 
“yellow” journals. 





With regard to the newspaper report that Rear Ad- 
miral Robley D. Evans, U.S.N., would apply for retire- 
ment immediately after taking the Atlantic Fleet to the 
Pacific, Admiral Evans is quoted as saying: “I have no 


intention of retiring at this time and I never had such in- 
tention. I will go with the battleship fleet if I am or- 
dered to do so. I will be ready to move as soon as urders 
come, if my health permits, and my health is good now.” 
A Washington despatch to the New York Sun says: 
“The choice of Rear Admiral Bvans’s successor for the 
command (when he retires in August next) seems to lie 
between Rear Admiral Charles §. Sperry, now at The 
Hague, and who, it is understood, will command one 
division of- the Atlantic Fleet in all probability, and 
Rear Admiral: Joseph ‘Newton Hemphill. It is expected 
that the work at The Hague will be concluded in ample 
time to permit Rear Admiral Sperry to take the com- 
mand; which~for ‘some reason has not been filled, pre- 
sumably because it is being kept open for him.” 








A correspondent says: “I would like to call your at- 
tention to the fact that warrant officers, boatswains, 
gunners, carpenters, sailmakers and warrant machinists 
are not enlisted men. They receive their warrants from 
the President of the United States, which can be revoked 
only by order of the President. It is surprising that a 
journal that is published expressly to give information 
regarding military affairs should have a misleading state- 
ment appear in its columns.” We very willingly pub- 
lish this statement, although our readers are fully in- 
formed as to the fact, and we have not said anything to 
the contrary.

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Secretary Metcalf went to New York during the week 
to visit the New York Yard and especially to look into 
the case of the construction of the new drydock, which 
has been held up owing to the failure of the contractor, 
Sherin, to continue his work. Sherin contends that a 
municipal sewer which underlies the site of the dock was 
not properly charted on the government map and insists 
that if he were compelled to complete his work in face of 
this it would involve great financial loss to himself. Sec- 
retary Metcalf seems determined to place the responsi- 
bility upon the contractor and to push all claims against 
him by recourse to the courts. 








Secretary Metcalf returned to Washington well satis- 
fied with his visit of inspection’ to the New York Navy 
Yard. “I am convinced,” said Mr. Metcalf, “from all re- 
ports coming to me from the bureaus, and from what I 
have seen of the work at the yards, that the battleship 
fleet could have been ordered to have sailed to the Pacific 
on twenty-four hours’. notice, and could have made the 
voyage in good order, and with credit to every officer and 
man. The efficiency of our Navy is simply excellent.” 


The Vicksburg National Park Commission has submit- 
ted to the Secretary of War an estimate of $100,000 for 
the continuation of the work of the commission during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1909. The money is to be 
used in part for a memorial, at a cost not to exceed 
$200,000, commemorative of the services of the Union 
Navy in the operations of the Vicksburg campaign and 
siege, March 29-July 4, 1863.

_ A paper on the tropical disease beri-beri will be pub- 
lished in the Naval Medical Bulletin of Jan. 1, 1908.

RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS.

Previous to entering the Military 
Academy he served in the Civil War as a lieutenant in 
the 27th Maine Infantry from September, 1862, to July, 
1863. He is the holder of a medal of honor for volun- 
tarily remaining in th: Service during the invasion of 
Pennsylvania, July, 1863, his term of service having ex- 
pired while serving as first lieutenant, Co. I, 27th Maine 
Inf., on duty in the defenses of Washington. 

Capt. Albert Ross, U.S.N., who reaches the grade of 
Rear Admiral by the retirement of Stockton on Oct. 13, 
1907, is a native of Pennsylvania, and was graduated 
from the Naval Academy in 1867. Among other duties 
he served on the Minnesota, Powhatan, Wachusett, Os- 
sippe, Worcester, Passaic, Wyandotte, Portsmouth, Mian- 
tonomah, Alert, Jamestown, Alliance and others.

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RECENT DEATHS. 


Second Lieut. James Nuttle Sutton, U.S.M.C., sta- 
tioned at the School of Application, Naval Academy, An- 
napolis, Md., and whose home was Portland, Ore., com- 
mitted suicide by shooting at 1:30 Sunday morning, Oct. 
13, 1907. The weapon used was a 38-caliber revolver and 
the top of his head was practically blown off. In the effort 
to disarm Sutton, Lieut. R. E. Adams was shot in the 
finger, the wound being very slight, and Lieut. Edward P. 
Roelker received a slight injury in the breast. A board 
ef inquest, composed of Comdr. John A. Hoogewerff, Ma- 
jor Benjamin H. Fuller, Marine Corps; Surg. Franck C. 
Cook, of the Navy, with Lieut. E. S. Willing, Marine 
Corps, as recorder, in its report found that Lieutenant 
Sutton committed suicide after shooting two officers of 
his corps. According to the evidence upon which the 
hoard’s findings were based, Lieutenant Sutton has shown 
a disposition recently which raised doubt as to his sanity. 
He quarreled frequently with brother officers and had 
made threats about shooting somebody. On Oct. 12 he 
attended a ball at the Naval Academy and afterward, 
with other officers, went to a restaurant. They started 
back in an automobile for the marine barracks, and on 
alighting Sutton got into a quarrel with an officer, which 
brought about a fist fight. Lieutenant Sutton went to his 
quarters with the threat that he would “shoot the whole 
crowd,” and paid no attention to the officer of the day, 
who ordered him in arrest. When Sutton reappeared he 
had a revolver in his hand and fired at Lieut. R. E. 
Adams. The bullet missed Adams, who grappled with 
Sutton. Then Sutton fired at Lieut. Edward P. Roelker, 
who had gone to Adams’s assistance. The bullet struck 
Koelker in the chest, but penetrated only through his 
clothing and dropped between his undershirt and body. 
While Adams had Sutton on the ground Sutton fired 
again and wounded Adams in the hand which he was 
using in an endeavor to wrest the revolver from Sutton. 
At this juncture somebody cried out, “‘Roelker is dead!” 
Then Sutton pulled another revolver from his pocket and 
placing it to his head fired the shot which caused his 
death. Lieutenant Sutton was appointed to a commis- 
sion in the Marine Corps in March, 1907, from Oregon. 

Funeral services over the remains of Mrs. Cordelia 
Howgate, widow of former ist Lieut. Henry W. Howgate, 
Signal Service, U.S.A., whose career is well known, were 
held at 3:30 o'clock in Washington, D.C., Oct. 14, at the 
family residence, 1742 Corcoran street.

death occurred rather suddenly Saturday forenoon, Oct. 
12, and is attributed to heart disease. Lieutenant How- 
gate died in 1901.

ant colonel on the retired list April 23, 1904. He served 
as colonel of the 56th U.S. Colored Volunteer Infantry 
from Jan, 20, 1865, to Sept. 15, 1866, and held three 
brevets. He was made brevet captain for gallant aad 
meritorious services in the battle of Poplar Spring 
Church, Va., and major and lieutenant colonel for gallant 
and meritorious services during the war. “The news of 
the, death of Lieutenant Colonel Bentzoni,” writes a cor- 
respondent, “will bring sincere sorrow to many an Army 
woman. and officer,. For almost half a century Colonel 
Bentzoni has been connected with the U.S. Army. . Dur- 
ing-all that time he has been finding his way to the hearts 
and affections of the.men, women and children with whom 
he has been thrown. .A heart full of kind feelings for 
others prompted. acts of kindness that have made the 
name. Bentzoni synonymous for hespitality, _ generosity 
and friendship. His military record is too well known 
to need review. He was thoroughly efficient in every one 
of the many and varied. details assigned to him during 
the long period of his active service. After his retirement 
his attractive home in Los Angeles was a mecca for the 
Army officers stationed of traveling on the Pacific coast. 
A naturally brilliant mind, an unusually retentive mem- 
ory for details and a long life of thrilling experiences 
ecmbine to make Colonel Bentzoni a wonderfully inter- 
esting character. The love which he inspired showed it- 
self at the time of the funeral. A great gathering of offi- 
cers and friends met, and sad indeed was the last good- 
lve to one who was known to have ever been a brave and 
efficient officer, a true and loyal friend, and an affection- 
ate and loving husband. ‘The name Bentzoni will be 
dropped from the Army Register, but it will long be car- 
ried in the hearts of those who, by knowing him, became 
his loving friends. These friends will figuratively dress 
ranks, present arms, and stand attention as the record of 
this old soldier is passed in mental review.”

From Manila Major 
Ahern will proceed to Japan, thence to Vladivostok, from 
which point he will make the journey across Siberia en 
route to America.

U.S.A. In his speech presenting the memorial, General 
Corbin said: “Assembled here are many of my blood 
relatives, who through no fault of mine I have never 
seen. For more than forty-five years my home has been 
where duty called me, but old Clermont has always been, 
und, so long as my life lasts, will be my home of homes. 
My great grandfather with my grandfather came here 
from Virginia more than a hundred years ago. My father, 
an honored citizen, was born and spent his long life here, 
and now his father rests in the soil they tilled so long 
and well. My heart will always be here with these I 
delight to call my people. While my residence may in 
the order of things be here and there, for I feel at home 
wherever the flag flies, my citizenship shall always re- 
main with you. We come to-day in glad reunion, and the 
happy incident of this home-coming is to dedicate this 
modest but lasting tablet to mark the birthplace of the 
greatest soldier and one of the most illustrious citizens 
of the Republic. It is proposed to return to these grounds 
the house in Which General Grant was born. The gov- 
ernment at Washington has been asked to include in this 
year’s estimates to Congress provision for the erection of 
a lighthouse on these banks, to be known as the U.S. 
Grant Light, so that his birth as well as his last resting 
place may be known forever to men, who will marvel at 
the significance of this tablet no less than of the great 
mausoleum on the banks of the beautiful Hudson.”

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Grand Union Hotel, New York city, charged with the 
forgery of three notes aggregating $3, in amount. The 
bankers chiefly concerned are Norton & Co., of Wheeling, 
W.Va. The American Exchange National Bank of New 
York, it is said, paid a draft from Norton & Co. on one 
of the forged notes. Several other Army officers had 
their names forged, it is charged, as applicants and in- 
dorsers to notes made to Norton & Co. Among these are 
Lieut. Col. H. F. Hodges, of the Engineer Corps; Col. 
Wm. L. Marshall and Major H. Jervey, both of the En- 
gineer Corps, and Col. C. A. P. Hatfield, 13th Cav., at 
Fort Myer, Va. An application for a loan, apparently 
from Capt. G. P. White, of the 6th U.S. Cavalry, now in 
the Philippines, written from New York, aroused sus- 
picions and an investigation followed. Lieutenant Lefort 
denied any connection with the swindle beyond the re- 
sponsibility he incurred in asking at the Grand Union 
Hotel for mail addressed to Col. H. F. Hodges, at the 
request of Louis F. Buck, a former first lieutenant of 
Artillery, who deserted from the Army a year ago and 
has not yet been captured. Lefort says he did so in the 
hope that he would be able to capture Buck. Lieutenant 
Lefort was arraigned in the Tombs police court Oct. 14. 
Assistant District Attorney Paul Krotel suggested that 
inasmuch as Lieutenant Lefort’s crime aff Army offi- 
cers solely he should be tried by a military rather than a 
civil court. Magistrate Walsh agreed with this sugges- 
tion and turned the prisoner over to Inspector Nelson, 
who placed Lieutenant Lefort in the Tombs pending his 
removal to Governors Island. Lieutenant fort was 
born in Tennessee Jan. 18, 1870, and entered the Arm 
as a private in the 4th Artillery in November, 1895. He 
was appointed a second lieutenant in the 35th U.S. Vol- 
unteers July 5, 1899, serving with that command in the 
Philippines.

Mahne deserted, was tried, convicted and sentenced to be 
dishonorably discharged and confined at hard labor for 
eighteen months. He asked to be pardoned to enable him 
to re-enlist in the 9th Company, Coast Artillery and re- 
move the stigma of desertion. The Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral quotes the law that no soldier shall be again enlisted 
whose service previously in the Army has been dishonest 
and unfaithful, and declares that while a pardon may re- 
move the disabilities it cannot alter the facts. He says 
the President might pardon Mahne and yet he could not 
be re-enlisted. Where desertion has been followed by 
good and faithful service the offense has hitherto been 
condoned, but where a final discharge is accompanied by 
an endorsement that the service has not been honest and 
faithful, the man cannot be re-enlisted. 
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A balloon ascension was made by J. C. McCoy and 
Capt. Charles deF. Chandler, U.S.A., at St. Louis, Mo., 
Oct. 17, in the government balloon recently made by Leo 
Stevens. It is known as “Signal Corps No. 10’ and has 
a capacity of 78,000 cubic feet of gas. McCoy and Chand- 
ler got away at half-past four o’clock with about 1,600 
pounds of ballast. They drifted almost directly north, 
and when the balloon disappeared from sight they were 
apparently traveling at about twenty-five miles an hour. 
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In the case of an officer receiving orders on his landing 
at San Francisco, July 18, to report at the Infantry and 
Cavalry School for duty ‘‘not later than August 15,” the 
War Department decides that this cannot be held to de- 
tach him from his command until a date allowing a rea- 
sonable time for reporting at Fort Leavenworth. 

The Navy Department received a despatch Oct. 18 stat- 
ing that Midshipman F. C. Howe, of the Fourth Class at 
the Naval Academy, died that day of septicaemia. He 
was appointed from Nullis, Mass., and was twenty years 
old. 
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Special tests of coal briquettes for the Navy will be 
made under charge of the U.S..

This order publishes the proceedings of the G.C.M. at Fort 
Hawarne Md., in the case of 1st Lieut. Adolph Langhorst, 
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Charge I.—‘‘Absence from inspection of his company.’’ 
The specifications alleged that Lieutenant Langhorst, not be- 
ing prevented by sickness or other necessity, did fail to re- 
pair at the fixed time for inspection of his company at Fort 
Howard, Md., Aug. 24 and 30, 1907. 

Charge II.—‘‘Conduct to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline.’’ The specification alleged that Lieu- 
tenant Langhorst having been informed by the post adjutant, 
1st Lieut. H. 8. Brown, 0.A.0., about Aug. 28, that the 0.0. 
directs that the officer of the day is not excused from routine 
duties, he, Lieutenant Langhorst, did say in a disrespectful 
manner: ‘‘Humph, not in accordance with regulations;’’ or 
words to that eifect. 

Charge III.—‘‘Conduct unbecoming an officer and gentle- 
man.’’ The specifications alleged that Lieutenant Langhorst 
having been called upon by his post commander, Lieut. Col. 
Clarence Deems, 0.A.C., to submit an explanation for absence 
from inspection of his company Aug. 24, 1907, and for ab- 
sence from Artillery inspection of his company Aug. 30, 1907, 
did sumbit an endorsement which said: ‘‘Respectfully re- 
turned to the adjutant, Fort Howard, Md. I did not know 
that the officer of the day was required to attend any forma- 
tions of his company,’’ which statement was false and intended 
to deceive his commanding officer. It was also alleged that 
Lieutenant Langhorst did verbally state to Lieut. Colonel 
Deems that he did not know that he had to attend drills when 
officer of the day, well knowing that said statement was false. 

The findings were as follows: Of the first specification, 
first charge, ‘‘guilty’’; of the second specification, first charge, 
‘‘ouilty’’; of the specification, second charge, ‘‘not guilty’’; 
of the second charge, ‘‘not guilty’’; of the first specification, 
third charge, ‘‘not guilty’’; of the second specification, third 
charge, ‘‘not guilty’’; of the third charge, ‘‘not guilty.’’ 

Sentence: ‘‘To be reprimanded by the reviewing authority.’’ 

General Grant, in reviewing the proceedings, said: ‘‘In the 
foregoing case of 1st Lieut. Adolph Langhorst, O.A.C., the 
sentence, though inadequate, was approved Oct. 14, 1907, and 
will be duly executed. While the accused may have failed 
to attend the inspection of his company on the 24th of 
August from an honest belief that his position as officer of 
the day excused him from such duty, the department com- 
mander believes that proper discharge of his duty would 
have required him to have received positive information and 
not to have trusted to his own opinion as to what the custom 
should be. The evidenea elearly shows that his ignorance of 
post orders as to his absence from duty on the 30th of 
August was a willful and nurtured ignorance. It is unfor- 
tunate that a young officer would jeopardize his commission 
and injure his reputation for efficiency by the display of such 
a tenti disposition in the performance of his duties as 
the accused has shown in this case. The department com- 
mander hopes that in the future Lieutenant Langhorst will 
look to the injurious effect upon the Service of allowing such 
a fault to appear and not to trust that the leniency shown by 
the court in its findings and sentence will be duplicated. 
Lieutenant Langhorst will be released from arrest and restored 
to duty.’’

It is stated on good authority that Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, who will start for home next month by way of 
Europe and take command of the Department of the East, 
has asked to be sent back to the Philippines at the end 
of eighteen months, and that this will be done. Major 
Gen. John F. Weston, now commanding the Department 
of Luzon, will take command of the Philippines Division 
for the period which intervenes to November, 1909, when 
he will be retired for age. The decision with regard to 
General Wood’s return to Manila is the result of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s wishes in the matter, reinforced a good 
deal by strong local pressure from business interests in 
the Philippines. The circumstances has-more than or- 
dinary significance in view of General Woed’s record for 
success in Cuba and the Philippines, and the possibility 
of trouble with Japan or in connection with the mainte- 
nance of the Open Door in China. General Wood has for 
the greater part of the past ten years been stationed in 
the tropics and the prospect of a second tour in the Phil- 
ippines presents to him no phase of hardship compared 
with the understanding that he is put there for strong 
military reasons. Besides being a man of admirable tact 
and strength in administration he has proved himself a 
good diplomat, and the President holds that he would be 
the safest man he could place in command of the Philip- 
pines Division. With the work that is now going on the 
Philippines will in two years’ time be a military base of 
no small importance. General Wood has been commonly 
slated to succeed General MacArthur as Lieutenant Gen- 
eral on the retirement of the latter in June, 1909, but 
it is now known that this is not to occur. General Wood 
wil] not retire for age until Oct. 9, 1924. If he were to 





succeed General MacArthur he would be Lieutenant Gen- 
eral of the Army for fifteen years. He can therefor afford 
to stand aside, although he is the ranking major general, 
and allow other worthy officers to enjoy the honor. It is 
understood in this connection that Brig. Gen. Tasker H. 
Bliss, in command of the Department of Mindanao, has 
asked to be continued in command there for another two 
years following his present tour or service in the Philip- 
pines. 
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The report of the special board, consisting of Major 
Gen. J. P. Story, former Chief of Artillery, Rear Ad- 
miral A. R. Couden, U.S.N., and Capt. Alston Hamilton, 
of the Coast Artillery, on the Brown and Crozier wire- 
wound guns, was laid before the General Board of Ord- 
nance and Fortification at its last meeting. The report 
will not be made public until Mr. Brown has had op- 
portunity to answer the conclusions of the board as to 
his type of gun. The understanding is that the board 
has found that the Crozier gun is of a superior type, and 
presents the general idea of how the guns of the future 
should be made. The General Board on Ordnance and 
Fortification will meet early in November, consider the 
report and announce its conclusions thereon.

The use of explosive engines in the larger classes of 
warships is being considered seriously for the reason 
that there would be an entire absence of smoke and not 
so much storage room would be required for gasoline as 
for coal. In addition no space would be occupied by 
boilers, and the engines would not take up any more, if 
as much, room as the present steam engines. But state- 
ments coming from abroad that internal combustion en- 
gines are to supplant the steam engine are not accepted 
as conclusive by our naval experts. Gasoline is too 
expensive, and there is great danger in storing it on 
board ship, where it is possible that a single shot would 
cause an explosion in the storage tanks or cause the 
supply to run out into the sea. 
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Admiral Dewey and Rear Admiral Brownson have 
been invited by the leading citizens of San Francisco to 
visit that city in May, when the Battleship Fleet reaches 
there. Admiral Dewey has under consideration the ad- 
visability of reviewing the fleet while it is on the Pacific 
coast. There is some feeling of hesitation about doing 
so because of the possible appearance of detracting in 
some measure from the honors that will be bestowed 
upon Admiral Evans. 
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The French army is testing the Schwarzlose, a new 
machine gun, which, it is said, differs essentially from 
the principle of the Maxim, Colt, Hotchkiss and patterns 
employed in other armies. 
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THE COAST ARTILLERY AND THE NAVY. 

We do not think that officers of the Coast Artillery 
need be in any haste about studying up on nautical mat- 
ters with a view to their transfer to the Navy Depart- 
ment. We cannot find that anyone in the Coast Artillery, 
or anyone in the Navy, favors the scheme, certainly none 
of those whose opinion should have and will have weight 
with the War Department and with Congress. In for- 
mulating a plan for the transfer of his command to the 
care of the Navy Department, General Murray is simply 
carrying out the orders of the Secretary of War. The 
fact that he is doing so has led to the suggestion that 
the scheme of transfer originated with him. This impres- 
sion is apparently derived from the fact that General 
Murray in his annual report, as well as elsewhere, has 
shown marked symptoms of discontent with the rule of 
the military commanders who are not Artillerymen. In 
response Secretary Taft has suggested a transfer to the 
Navy, the idea being to bring more nearly together in har- 
monious co-operation those who defend our seacoasts from 
the sea and those who guard them from the land. But 
surely some better way can be found to do this. It would 
be a serious mistake to lessen in any way the mobility of 
the Navy by giving them even a quasi responsibility for 
land defenses. In the event of war they should be left 
free to seek their enemy on the open ocean, leaving the de- 
fense of our coastwise fortification wholly to the Army. 

If the Coast Artillery should be put under the direc- 
tion of the Navy Department, why not the Infantry which 
is charged with protecting our fortifications against at- 
tack from the rear? The idea of our present organization 
is a co-ordination of the several arms. This would be impos- 
sible with part of the Army under naval and part under 
military control. The suggested transfer would utterly 
demoralize the Army, and it would hamper the Navy in 
the exercise of its legitimate function as a mobile force. 
Assuming that it was considered theoretically best to 
transfer the Coast Artillery to the Navy Department, it 
would be necessary to consolidate it with the Marine 
Corps so as to give it the advantage of the staff organiza- 
tion of the marines, for Congress could hardly be per- 
suaded to introduce a further complication into our mili- 
tary administration by creating another staff organiza- 
tion. If there is any sufficient reason why the Coast Ar- 
tillery should be removed from the control of the depart- 
ment commanders, then it should go to the Navy Depart- 
ment, and the present suggestion is doubtless due to the 
logic of this fact. 

For the sake of argument, let us suppose the United 
States to be without Coast Artillery with its traditions 
and its prejudices. Under such circumstances it might, 
perhaps, make little difference to what department of the 
government the coast defenses were assigned. The De- 
partment of Commerce or the Navy Department might in 
time evolve an efficient system of coast defense, as well 
as the War Department, the means being furnished the 
responsible department. 

But we are not starting out anew. Our Coast Artil- 
lery is the development of a century. It has its senti- 
ments and its traditions. To separate it from the Army 
would require not a divorce but a surgical operation from 
which the separated parts would suffer irreparable injury. 
Its arteries and its antennae extend into the Ordnance 
Department, the Engineer Corps, the Signal Corps; it 
looks to the Cavalry, Infantry and Field Artillery to 
defend it from attacks in rear while its eyes are turned to 
the sea. It cannot be torn from the Army without leav- 
ing both itself and the Army weaker as a result of the 
operation. Why not let well enough alone? Why make 
a change, unless some positive benefit is to come from the 
change, or circumstances cry out for a needed change? 
There is no such cry. Will the transfer of the Coast Ar- 
tillery to the Navy be followed by the transfer of the En- 
gineers to the Department of Commerce? Their work is- 
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surely primarily in the line of improving ‘the commerce 
of the country. It is to a small extent military. 

The proposition to make a separate executive depart- 
ment has less to recommend it than a transfer to one of 
the established departments where its duties may be com- 
bined with auxiliary duties as is the case while it is un- 
der the War Department, where it serves as both siege 
and coast artillery. Why not transfer it to the Treasury 
Department and combine it with the Revenue Cutter Ser- 
vice? Both are stationary, and the Coast Artillery offi- 
cers could thus gain the necessary nautical experience re- 
quired for submarine mine work. We could then com- 
bine the duties of the Artillery district commander with 
those of the collector of the port. The Marine Hospital 
Service and the Coast Artillery medical department could 
also be combined .to advantage. 

It has been stated that the “Coast Artillery has noth- 
ing in common with the Army; it is in no sense a mobile 
army.” This is heresy. The Coast Artillery is intimately 
connected with the Army, from which it draws its life 
blood. As siege artillery it is a part of the mobile Army ; 
not as mobile as infantry and cavalry, but yet mobile. 
Shall we say that the carabao is not mobile because he 
moves so slowly, and cannot keep pace with the mad cav- 
alryman? Coast Artillery units will be turned into siege 
artillery when siege artillery is needed and should be 
trained as such in peace time. The Coast Artilleryman 


who thinks that his duty will be confined to watching 


from behind a sand pile in the hour of the nation’s need, 
contemplates only the smaller and least important part of 
his duty to his country. 

Let us speak of Coast Artillery departments. Are the 
bright, young officers of the Coast Artillery to see their 
chances for promotion to the grade of general officer lim- 
ited to the three, four, or five coast artillery departments 
which could be created; in their chances of distinction in 
war to the achievements of passive defense? Are generals 
coming from the Coast Artillery to be limited to the pos- 
sibilities of distinction open to the commander of a coast 
department? Would it not be better to stimulate the ef- 
forts of the young Coast Artillery officer by holding out the 
hope that he may some day go to the front? Is it possi- 
ble that there are Coast Artillery officers of healthy mind 
and kody who would not contemplate with dismay the 
creation of Coast Artillery departments and the stigma 
which such assignment fixes upon the entire corps as be- 
ing the only branch of the Service where the instruction 
of the officers is so narrow that they are unfit for the 
general command of troops? The proposition that gen- 
eral officers promoted from the other branches of the Ser- 
vice are not competent to command departments contain- 
ing Coast Artillery is altogether inadmissable and carries 
with it the humiliating corallary for the Coast Artillery- 
man. Coast Artillery departments are possible only in 
time of peace and must give way in time of war to de- 
partments of the nature of our present departments, in 
which the mobile forces will far outnumber the Coast Ar- 
tillery. For the command of such mixed departments in 
war, generals coming from the Coast Artillery would be 
well qualified and will probably be selected, if the Coast 
Artilleryinan does not, by confining himself to the study of 
the narrowest, technical details of his profession, contract 
his horizon to such an extent that he will be unfit for any 
large command and if all enterprising young men are not 
driven into the other arms by the limited prospects for 
distinction. 

A mistaken impression prevails as to the extent to 
which the nations of continental Europe entrust their 
coast defense to their navies. The fixed defenses of cer- 
tain naval ports are manned by the navy, others being 
entrusted to the army, which in some cases mans the 
forts on the land s‘de, while the navy mans those on the 
sea side of the same port, the army aiding the navy when 
the attack is wholly by sea. When the army is required 
elsewhere all of the forts are manned by the navy. In 
one country the army mans defenses on high sites, the 
navy on low sites. 

Maritime frontiers are generally divided into districts 
commanded by admirals who have control of the fixed and 
floating defenses of their respective districts. As Conti- 
nental nations depend upon their mobile armies for de- 
fense and make war upon each other by crossing land 
frontiers, their navies are relatively unimportant. If the 
navies meet and one of them is driven from the sea, the 
personnel of the weaker navy will suffice for the protec- 
tion of the coast cities against any attack of the vic- 
torious enemy, for every soldier available for land war- 
fare will be drawn into the contest between the two 
armies, and the victorious navy will have no auxiliary 
landing force to undertake the land attack of defended 
ports. This is the reason for the failure of the superior 
French navy to accomplish anything on the coast of 
Prussia in 1870. Had the Prussian navy been, superior, 
the same causes would have limited its action. When 
belligerents are separated by land frontiers that may be 
crossed easily, naval battles have so little influence on 
war that history scarcely takes note of them. 

The good harbors of Continental Europe are compara- 
tively few in number and most of them contain elaborate 
naval bases. Since the year 1800 all of the great Conti- 
nental powers have seen their navies defeated and shut 
up in their fine harbors for long periods of time. They 
are therefore accustomed to defeat upon the open sea and 
have come to regard their navies as a portion of the coast 
defenses of the ports where the defeated ships have taken 
refuge. In a war with England they can count upon no 
other fate for their navies. Napoleon, who as a young 
man had been an officer in what we now call coast artil- 


lery, manned his coast defensés with his army as long as 
he retained hope of obtaining dominion at sea. But 
when he finally became convinced that his admirals would 
never be able to face the enemy on the open sea, he turned 
over his coast defenses to them. With the exception 
of Great Britain, no European power can expect de- 
cisive results in a naval war with other Duropean pow- 
ers. The views generally held on the continent on the re- 
jation of navies to coast defense may be gathered by a 
study of the Wisser’s “Tactics of Coast Defense,” which 
is largely based upon views held by Continental writers. 
On page 93 of this book will be found a plan of a typical 
fortified harbor according to Col. N. Bujinski, of the Rus- 
sian Engineers. A fleet of twenty-five warships is pro- 
vided as a part of the defensive force. On the preceding 
page a plan of a typical fortified harbor according to 
Colonel Mielichofer of the Austrian Artillery is given. 
The sketch which accompanies this plan shows a fleet of 
eighteen vessels anchored in the harbor. According to 
Jane, “France is the home of the guerre de course. theories 
and her naval policy is always tinted by these theories. 
Hence her long adherence to coast defense battleships 
which are small and cheap, little able to engage sea- 
going battleships, but eminently fitted for long-range bom- 
bardments and coast operations generally. In the Sieg- 
fried class Germany imitated these ships without em- 
bodyiag or perhaps understanding their raison d’etre; for 
the German coast-defenders have short-range guns.” . 

England, Japan, Chile and the United States confide 
their fixed coast defenses to their armies. England 
and Japan are insular powers, as are Chile and the United 
States from a military point of view. England, Japan, 
Chile and the United States can be invaded only by ene- 
mies landing on their shores, and an invading army would 
be met at the water’s edge by the full strength of the 
mobile army, including coast artillery and mobile forces, 
for the mobile army would not be engaged, as on the conti- 
nent of Europe, in a life and death struggle with an 
army that had crossed a land frontier. It would be ab- 
surd for them, therefore, to assign any part of their 
land defenses to naval control, as there would be no close 
co-operation between the coast artillery and the navy, 
while the coast artillery and the mobile army should cer- 
tainly be under the command of one general officer. 

Until the navy has obtained command of the sea the 
army cannot leave the country, and during this period 
both navy and army require a maximum force. The 
coast defenses of a power which can act offensively only 
by crossing the sea, and can be invaded only by enemies 
coming from the sea, should be manned by a force which 
maintains maximum garrisons without drawing a single 
man from the navy, and which will serve with the mobile 
army when the need for strong garrisons for coast de- 
fenses is past. It seems obvious that coast defenses under 
such circumstances should be manned by the army. If, 
however, Canada had a population of 60,000,000 people, 
a regular army of 600,000 men, organized as it would be 
with only one possible end in view, and a trained reserve 
of 4,000,000 men armed and equipped at all times, con- 
ditions with us would be reversed and the United States 
might have reason to man her coast defenses with a naval 
personnel, for over-sea invasions would be among the 
smallest of her perils. 
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HORSES FOR THE ARMY. 

One of the first results, and beyond all question the 
most important, to follow from the practice rides im- 
posed by the President’s directions on Army officers will 
be the demand for better remounts. It has been the in- 
variable comment that the mounts furnished for practice 
rides to ofticers who do not own horses were, in plain 
language, mere plugs. “I enjoyed the ride,” was the com- 
ment of an old officer in speaking of his experience; 
“but for one thing it would have been thoroughly pleas- 
urable. I am six feet one inch tall and weigh 220 pounds. 
The horse that was furnished me was an under-sized 
Eastern horse, weighing possibly 1,000 pounds, and they 
had put on him an eleven-inch saddle. I made him go 
along all right, kept his feet squarely under him, and 
took good care of his center of gravity, but all through 
that fifteen miles I was looking down on two raw collar 
galls on his shoulders. He was a cart horse. I have no 
objection to practice rides, but I should think it would 
be well to provide officers with suitable horses.” 

There has been a good deal of discussion in Army 
circles of this matter, and it is not unlikely that Congress 
will be asked to provide suitable remounts. The fact is 
that France and Germany are now getting the pick of 
horses in this country. Chicago, St. Louis and Kansas 
City are the principal markets, and buyers there are 
continually on the lookout for animals that will pass the 
French and German requirements. Germany bought last 
year ten thousand horses. We have never bought since 
the Civil War in any one year, except 1898, over one 
thousand. Under existing law the maximum price for 
horses for the Army is fixed by the Secretary of War, and 
the figure is $160. France and Germany pay $240. Our 
specifications call for broken horses five or six years old; 
the French and German buyers ask for green colts from 
two and a half to three years old. It is clear that a 
colt that will pass the rules as to shape, size, color, weight 
and disposition at two and a half years old is a safer 
proposition, even at the greater price, than the full-grown 
animal, even though he be broken. The colt has passed 
the diseases of colthood and is sure to make the desired 
size and weight. American officers who have visited 
Europe tell of the splendid mounts ridden by staff officers 
in France, Germany, Austria and Italy in their daily 


practice rides. ' As a rule, these officers are men of great 
wealth, who take pride in fine stables. They are able to 
seek out the finest individual specimens and empley com- 
petent stablemen to look after them. The American offi- 
cer, as a rule, is too poor to have more than one horse, 
and the number in our Army who have really fine horses 
is comparatively small. 

This brings up another argument against frequent 
changes of station. The officer who goes to the Philip- 
pines would be a fool to take his horse with him. Gen- 
eral Wood’s experience in losing his horse illustrates this. 
But even in the changes of station required here at home 
cflicers frequently are forced to sacrifice their horses. 
“Just after the Spanish War,” said an old offieer re- 
cently, “Il was lucky enough to pick up for $160 in 
Kansas a green young horse that for a year I took great 
pleasure in breaking and training. He was a beauty and 
a constant source of delight. When I was ordered to 
Alaska horses had slumped a little; and the best I could 
get for him was $70. Since then I haye managed to get 
along without a horse.” 

‘The whole subject of Sioviding mounts’ for the Army 
should be carefully gone over, and by adequate legislation 
provided for on a basis that would be just to officers and 
practicable for the Service. On the subject of remounts 
we have received the communication which follows: 

West Point, N.Y., Oct. 16, 1907. 
To the Editor of The Army and Navy Jouranl: 

On page 269 of the current number of the Cavalry Journal 
appears this editorial paragraph concerning a very compre- 
hensive program for a remount system, proposed by the 


Quartermaster General of the Army, General Aleshire, and con- 


tained in the same number: 
‘* * * * There is nothing in all of his recommendations 


with which the Cavalry service will not agree, except the 
single one that ‘the proposed remount service, should be “a 
separate division of the Quartermaster General’s office, desig- 
nated Remount Divition, and under charge of an oflicer of the 
Quartermaster's Department, etc.” 

‘It is believed that this proposed system of purchasing 
and training horses for the Cavalry service should be under 
the supervision of a Cavalry officer, and in fact this Remount 
Division should be one of the branches of the office of the 
Chief of Cavalry, when we get one. * * * 

We hope that there will be no attempt made to amend 
General Aleshire’s program in any particular, by any Cavalry 
officer. It is too good to be hampered by a breath of criticism. 

The Quartermaster’s Department is equipped with every 
facility for the purchase of horses. There are plenty of 
officers in that department whose homes are in the Cavalry 
or Field Artillery, and whose interests are vitally connected 
with those arms. More than all, the remount depots, under 
General Aleshire’s plan, will be manned by civilian employees, 
better paid than enlisted men are and much more likely to be 
permanent there. 

In our judgment, the Cavalry end field Artillery officers of 
the Quartermaster’s Department are just the men to have 
this matter in hand. Give them and their machinery a chance 
to develop General Aleshire’s plan, and we will have splendid 
results. It is bad policy to advocate distinct purchasing and 
training plants for remounts for the Cavalry, the Field Ar- 
tillery, and the wagon trains. We ought not to hope to ab- 
sorb the supply departments in the office of our much desired 
Chief of Oavalry. The Quartermaster’s Department does not 
like the existing remount system any better than we do, and 
the present Quartermaster General is anxious to put in a 
better system, one that no other Cavalryman has ever equalled 
in conception. Let us all put our shoulder to the wheel and 
help him push it along, as he has made it. He will have a 
hard enough task to make it:go with our best assistance.

General Aleshire, Quartermaster General of the Army, 
in his elaborate report on the subject of Cavalry and Ar- 
tillery horses, proposes the establishment of three re- 
mount depots central to the large geographical divisions 
of the country where colts could be raised, trained and 
developed. This ‘plan is an excellent one as far as the 
collection and distribution of animals are concerned, but 
it does not meet the fundamental difficulty, which is that 
cutside of Virginia and Kentucky there is almost no sec- 
tion of the country distinctly given over to producing sad- 
dle horses. No Army man would ever tolerate a Hackney 
or a German coach horse. Hon. F. E. Leupp, Commission- 
er of Indian affairs, proposes that the Standing Rock In- 
dian reservation in South and North Dakota be devoted to 
a great breeding farm for Army horses. The President is 
impressed by the suggestion and it is possible that it may 
be carried out. The Sioux, who are splendid horsemen, 
are very much disgusted just now with the treatment 
they have received from the cattlemen who leased the 
greater part of their reservation and would no doubt wel- 
come a change. The climate is superb, horses and cat- 
tle run out all winter on the abundant pasturage, water 
is frequent and good, and there are good hay meadows 
well distributed over the country. The Northern Pacific 
and Chicago, Burlington and Quincy are in easy reach- 
ing distance on either side. The idea would be to use 
Arabian stallions of good size on tough, large* broncos. 
The Dakota grasses produce fine, tough bone in horses. 
It was while feeding in the Dakotas that the great droves 
of buffalo persisted to the latest. The plan is beyond all 
doubt a good one and should be thoroughly considered at 
an early day. 
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It has been asserted by some officers that the new tor- 
pedoboat destroyers about to be built and designed for a 
speed of twenty-four knots will be inferior in this respect 
to the fast European destroyers. The President has in- 
quired into the matter and it will be shown by the design- 
ers that though many of the European boats are faster 
for a trial run over a mile course, few if any of them 
can maintain their reputed speed in a seaway under ser- 
vice conditions; while the American boats are planned 
to make twenty-four knots an hour in and out of season, 
to keep it up in heavy weather, to be strong enough in 
hull, engine and machinery to meet all service demands, 
and to carry enough coal to enable them to cruise twice 
as far as the European boats, 
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ARMY AND NAVY MARKSMANSHIP. 


The disposition to contribute something to the pending 
controversy over the relative marksmanship of the Army 
and Navy seems to be common to everybody, from Ad- 
miral and General down to the men behind the guns. 
During the past week Admiral Evans has given several 
interviews, and in one of them he makes the following 
statement: 

“I desire to take no part in the controversy as to the 
accuracy of shooting between the Army and Navy. The 
question seems to me so simple a one to settle that I am 
surprised that any one should waste time in arguing it. 
lf it is desirable there should be a comparison in the ac- 


. curacy of fire of the two Services, let the Army tow a 


target thirty by sixty feet across the line of fire at a 
speed of ten knots and 8,000 yards distance and fire the 
same length of time that the Navy does, and then count 
the holes in the target screen. This would be an exact 
reproduction of the Navy process, and the number of 
holes in the target screen would determine which Ser- 
vice was doing the better firing. When a. question can 
be as easily settled as this I see no reason why any one 
should discuss it.” 

This proposition of the Rear Admiral meets with 
hearty approval among Army officers concerned. Gen- 
eral Murray, Chief of Artillery, and General Crozier, 
Chief of Ordnance, are outspoken in their willingness to 
have such a competition. The idea would be to have a 
board made up of competent officers to act as judges, 
agree on a target and ranges, and give both competitors 
as nearly as possible equal conditions. ‘To do this it 
would be necessary to have Navy gunners come ashore 
and accustom themselves to a seacoast battery and then 
with the methods obtaining in the Navy try conclusions 
with the Coast Artillery, who would adhere to the 
methods of their service. 

Navy officers are quoted as saying that the Navy 
and Army have different systems of target practice, and 
that the Navy gunners fire at a material target, while 
the Coast Artillery people have no set target. It is 
said that whether a shell passes an eighth of an inch or 
eighty feet outside the target used by the Navy, it is not 
counted. There is some error in this statement. The 
Coast Artillery people do fire at a material target when 
they can. The Navy uses a canvas target, thirty feet 
high and sixty feet wide. The Coast Artillery people 
tow three boats or scows attached by cables and repre- 
senting the length of a battleship. On the boat which 
tows the target at a distance of two hundred yards from 
the target are three commissioned officers, each of whom 
by means of the instrument known as the “range rake,” 
which has a graduated scale across which the eye sights 
the spot where the shot strikes, reports individually and 
independently how much under or over each shot is fired. 
Spotters in the towers at the battery are able to mark 
precisely the position of the shot in the line of fire. 
Army oflicers who were present on the ships in the re- 
cent target practice at Cape Cod Bay report that the 
Navy umpires showed great liberality in making shots. 
The target on some days was very quickly shot away, 
and it then became necessary to estimate hits in a man- 
ner which was regarded as very much more likely to be 
inaccurate than the system employed by the Coast Ar- 
tillery. The controversy between the two Services is 
being conducted in a friendly way, and is calculated to 
be helpful to both Army and Navy. ; 

There was given out at the Navy Department this 
week the following statement of the results of the tar- 
get practice at Cape Cod Bay: 

The older ships (Alabama and Kearsarge classes) began 
firing at about 5,000 yards (2.9 statue miles) and finished 
about 7,000 yards (4 miles). The Maine and Virginia classes 
fired at from about 6,300 to 7,500 yards, and the Connecticut 
class at from about 7,400 to 9,000 yards (5.3 miles). The 
ships steamed past the target and opened fire two minutes after 
the target was abeam, and continued firing for eight minutes 
with all guns. ; 

Such target practices are very impressive, and the ships pre- 
sent a fine spectacle when thus employing ali their gun power. 
The practice was very satisfactory, as shown by the percentages 
made by the Atlantic Fleet. These were surprisingly large, 
und may be summarized as follows: 

All 12-inch and 13-inch guns averaged 30.7 per cent. of hits, 
8-inch guns averaged 27.0 per cent., and 5-inch, 6-inch, and 
7-inch averaged 16 per cent. Out of twelve battleships firing, 
but three made low scores, less than 15 per cent., with 12-inch 
and 13-inch guns, the remaining nine ships made from 25 to 
67 per cent. of hits. With 8-inch guns, three ships made from 
6 to 16 per cent., the remainder making from 27 to 57 per 
cent. All the above percentages include the ranging shots 
used for determining the distance from the target. If these 
shots are eliminated, the percentage of hits of the remaining 
— which represent the real battle efficiency, would be much 
al er. 

The smaller guns (6-inch, etc.) were fired at the same range 
as the heavy guns, and the results showed that these guns 
are of practically no use as battle weapons at such ranges. 
The above results are the best that have ever been attained at 
a battle practice in our Navy. The target used was a rect- 
angular piece of canvas thirty feet high by sixty feet wide. 
Had the target been as large as the profile of a battleship, it 
is estimated, at least, twice as many hits would have been made. 
The general effect of the practice has greatly encouraged all 
officers connected with the firing who have spent months of 
patient hard work in preparing for this battle practice. 

The battleship Louisiana was able to complete her 
target practice in remarkably short time. Although she 
arrived at Cape Cod Bay only on Oct. 10, she finished 
on Oct. 16, and was sent to the New York Navy Yard 
for further repairs, preparatory to taking the cruise 
around South America. The remarkably short time in 
which the practice was concluded is attributed to three 
things: good weather, a clear field, all the other ships 
having left, and a desire on the part of Captain Wain- 
wright to get through as promptly as possible. 

The honors of the practice in Cape Cod Bay were 
carried off by the Maine, her record being due largely to 
the remarkable showing of the 12-inch rifles, which 
made a little more than 67 per cent. The Alabama’s 
record was 50 per cent., and the Kentucky’s almost as 
good. The Georgia made an average of 40 per cent. 
with 12-inch and 8-inch guns. The range varied from 
5,000 to 9,000 yards. In the short range practice the 
Minnesota won the highest percentage, making 90 per 
cent. with some of her guns. The Kansas and Connec- 
ticut also made good scores.

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 
Amendment of paragraph 1568, Army Regulations: 
At the suggestion of the Chief of Ordnance an addition 
to this regulation was made, by which obsolete articles 
pertaining to armament in Artillery districts may be 


turned in to arsenals on order of Artillery district com- 
mander. 


Turning in to post ordnance 6fficer battery supply of 
ammunition: This having been recommended by a colo- 








nel of a Field Artillery regiment, the plan was not ap- 
proved by the Ordnance Department for what appeared 
to be good reasons. It was directed, therefore, that the 
colonel in question be informed that it is not considered 
expedient to make the suggested change in the present 
method of accountability for ammunition. 

A plan of raising horses by the government having been 
presented by a civilian, upon the endorsement of the Q.M. 
General, he was informed that there were no funds avail- 
able for this purpose. 

Calibration of seacoast guns: Request having been 
made by the Chief of Artillery to expend a certain addi- 
tional amount of ammunition for the above named pur- 
pose, and the Chief of Ordnance concurring therein, it 
was directed that such additional ammunition be author- 
ized,

ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. * 


Major General Grant, in command of a detachment 
of thirty-seven officers of the Army, started from Fort 
Ethan Allen, Vt., Oct. 16, on a fifteen-mile practice ride 
in the direction of Colchester. From there the route 
was to Mallett’s Bay, on the shore of Lake Champlain, 
and thence back to the fort by way of the village of 
Winoosky. No accidents happened during the ride, and 
there were no unusual incidents, all the riders reaching 
I‘ort Ethan Allen in fairly good condition and showing 
few signs of fatigue. The officers participating were from 
forts in New York, Vermont, Massachusetts, Maine, 
Rhode Island, and New Hampshire. 

Word has been received at the War Department that 
Lieut. Col. G. F. E. Harrison, of the Coast Artillery, 
one of the most distinguished and valuable officers in 
that branch of the Service, was unable to complete the 
recent practice ride at Jamestown, under command of 
Major Gen. F. D. Grant. Lieutenant Colonel Harrison 
has for some time suffered from a persistent illness, al- 
though he has been able to hold himself together with 
remarkable self-control and keep on with his work. He 
is generally regarded as one of the best Artillerymen in 
the Service. 

The last of the practice rides in the Department of 
the East takes place at Fort Myer on Monday, Oct. 21. 
Great interest is centered on this affair, as it brings 
together from -West Point and many distant posts a 
number of popular officers. It will be the first occasion 
that General Grant has taken command of a function of 
any kind at the capital which also lends some color to 
the day. 

The New York Sun, which is very critical upon the 
requirements for the recent test of staff horsemanship, 
says: “The warning against dissimulation and deceit, to 
say nothing of actual falsehood and prevarication, amazed 
everyone who examined it. But what bewilders the intel- 
ligent observer, and will doubtless continue to bewilder 
him, is the disclosure of ignorance in matters of horse- 
back achievement which attended it. Either the stipula- 
tion of the ‘good, hard, unequivocal trot’? was made with 
deliberate purpose to inflict the extreme of hardship, or 
it was inspired by a plain, ordinary fool. The ‘trot’ 
mentioned ia the order is adapted first of all to all troop- 
ers on parade or engaged in evolutions where uniformity 
of speed and motion is desirable. It is much affected 
also by park riders out for show and by gentlemen who 
think they ride for exercise. But in the case of such as 
use horses habitually, as a business, to cover long dis- 
tances, to reach given points in the easiest and most ex- 
peditious fashion, the trot is the last gait they think of. 
On the contrary, the very gaits expressly prohibited by 
the order of instructions, the fox trot, the single foot, 
the running walk, and the long, reaching ‘lope,’ are the 
objects of every army officer’s solicitude and search. 
Horses accomplished in these ways are greatly sought 
for, bring high prices, and are held in special favor. 
The square, unequivocal trotter is a drug upon the 
market, save in respect of cabs and street cars.” 

Brig. Gen. Edward 8. Godfrey, U.S.A., in relinquishing 
the command of the post and school at Fort Riley, Kan., 
on Oct. 9, 1907, by reason of reaching the statutory age 
of retirement, in an erder says that in doing so he de- 
sires in this manner to testify his appreciation of the 
universal good-will that has been shown to him and his 
family. For the loyal, inteliigent and faithful co-opera- 
tion of the subordinates in the development of the schools, 
and the maintenance of discipline and the conducting of 
the administration of the post, he wishes to express his 
heartfelt gratitude. He will always have a lively inter- 
est and will watch with solicitude the future of not only 
the school and post, but of the individual members of the 
garrison and schools. 

In_ consequence of the reorganization last spring of 

the Coast Artillery, by which portions of old companies 
were used as a nucleus for forming new ones, many com- 
panies, both old and new, were deprived of the usual 
target practice. The money saved by this is to be ap- 
plied to the work of calibrating guns at as many bat- 
teries as possible. As is well known, guns vary in their 
shooting, having their individual idiosyncracies just as 
people have. The idea is to lay a gun and fire it five 
times without disturbing it, then by marking each shot 
the percentage of dispersion can be taken. By firing the 
same number of times at 3,000, 5,000 and 8,000 yards 
the range curve of the gun can be established, from 
which can be worked out all intermediate ranges. 
_ A new appliance for automatically preventing the fir- 
ing of guns mounted on disappearing carriages until 
after the gun has been elevated on the carriage suf- 
ficiently for the muzzle to clear the parapet has lately 
been adopted by the Ordnance Department. Different 
devices have from time to time been tested and most of 
them answered the purpose, but some have been rather 
complicated and others more expensive than has been 
liked. The new appliance is quite simple and inexpen- 
sive, and it is considered certain to operate satisfac- 
torily. The firing pistol is retained for firing electrically 
by the gunner. 

A preliminary examination for engineers, Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps, will be held on Dec. 1, 1907. The appli- 
cations of candidates for this examination will be sub- 
mitted in time to reach the commandant, School of Sub- 
marine "nig Fort Totten, N.Y., not later than Nov.

The big steel bridge across the Kansas river, which 
has been constructed at Fort Riley since the maneuvers 
there last year, is completed. This is the longest struc- 
ture ever put up by the United States Army, it being 
more than 600 feet in length. It is supported by eigh- 
teen steel cylinders, from fifty to sixty feet in length 
and five feet in diameter, filled with concrete. There 
will be no fear of high water reaching this structure’s 
roadway, as it stands thirty feet above high-water mark, 





the approaches being more than sixty feet long. This 
structure has been put up entirely by the soldiers of the 
3d Battalion of Engineers, and to the officers and men is 
due the greatest credit. 


The following is a list of experimental material now 
under test in the 6th Regiment of Field Artillery, U.S.A., 
and which will be used on the march soon to be under- 
taken: Battery A: 1. Siege Artillery harness—collars and 
trace chains, with mogul springs attached to collar. 2. 
Experimental attachment for carrying haversacks on lim- 
bers and caissons. 3. Felt pads for lantern brackets 
(three kinds). Battery D: 1. Papone pneumatic shock 
receiver for artillery wheels. Battery E: 1. Experimental 
steel collars. 2. Humane horse collars. Generally : Experi- 
mental sabers. Colonel Macomb directs all officers to ob- 
serve this material as fully as practicable, noting the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages, suitability for service, and 
possible improvements. In additional to the formal re- 
ports to be made hy the battery commanders or other 
officers in charge of the experiment, the opinions of all 
other officers are desired as to the value of the new ma- 
terial, based upon observations made on the practice 
march. These opinions and suggestions are to be sub- 
— to Regimental Headquarters at the close of the 
warch,. 


, The new voucher forms adopted by the Pay Depart- 

ment of the Army in compliance with Circular No. 52, 
Treasury Department, 1907, will be put in use by the 
paymaster upon receipt, until which time the present 
forms will be used without change. Upon receipt by 
the paymaster, all Pay Department blanks, including 
pay rolls, will be supplied posts and to individual officers 
when separated from their commands, by the chief pay- 
master of the department. 


The singular spectacle of men drilled in the art of 
handling hand grenades will soon be possible in the Unit- 
ed States Army. The Ordnance Department within the 
past few months has been experimenting with small gren- 
ades similar to those used by the Japanese in the opera- 
tions at Port Arthur. The explosive to be used is some 
form of picric with a highly sensitive and strong fuse. 
Men in good practice are able to throw these grenades 
150 feet and over a‘height of sixty feet. They do not re- 
quire much weight on account of the explosive, as an 
ounce of picric is enough to blow down a three-story 
house. The grenades will correspond in size and weight 
practically to an ordinary baseball. It is chiefly on ac- 
count of the great interest in baseball in this country and 
the possibility of selecting experts to throw grenades that 
this form of attack is considered. 

The Sunday observance committee of the Presbyterian 
Chureh criticises Secretary Taft in recommendations 
presented to the New York Synod. When President 
Roosevelt was importuned in the matter of observing 
the Sabbath at the Army posts he referred the matter to 
Secretary Taft, who consulted the Judge Advocate. The 
latter replied that State laws do not apply to Federal 
reservations, and the Secretary decided against the com- 
mittee. He informed the committee that Sunday baseball 
is a time-honored custom in the Army, and he would 
ene interfere with such sport, as it was conducive to 
good.

On Oct. 15, Captain Moss, assistant instructor, De- 
partment of Languages, at the Infantry and Cavalry 
School and Army Staff College, Fort Leavenworth, deliv- 
ered to the French class an illustrated lecture on Paris. 
When Captain Moss returned from Europe he brought 
back about one thousand views and photographs of France 
and Spain, from which about five hundred lantern slides 
have been made for the purpose of delivering a series of 
illustrated lectures to the French and the Spanish classes 
at the Service schools. These lectures will be given in 
the form of little journeys—journeys of forty-five minutes 
er so to Paris, Versailles, Fontainebleau and Biarritz, in 
France; and to Madrid, El Escorial, Toledo and San 
Sebastian, in Spain. The inauguration of these illustrat- 
ed talks is an innovation in the Department of Languages 
at Leavenworth, and they are given with the primary ob- 
ject of stimulating interest in and developing a taste for, 
the study of the French and the Spanish languages, by 
taking the French and the Spanish classes on a series of 
little journeys to the homes of the French and the Span- 
ish. An interesting feature of the lecture on Oct. 15 was 
the singing of “La Marseillaise,” the national hymn of 
France, on the large Columbia graphaphone recently pur- 
chased by the Department of Languages. 

Lieut. Campbell B. Hodges, 4th U.S. Inf., contributes 
an article entitled “An Old Regiment of Regulars” to the 
Ohio Magazine which constitutes a charming recital in 
brief of the stirring history of the 4th Infantry from its 
creation in Revolutionary days down to the present time. 
In preparing this delightful sketch, which obviously was 
a labor of love, Lieutenant Hodges has gone carefully 
over all the records relating to the “Infantry of the 
Fourth Sub-Legion,” as the regiment was originally 
ealled, and as a result of his work we have a story which 
vibrates with memories of Mad Anthony Wayne, Harmar, 
St. Claire, William Henry Harrison, Ulysses S. Grant, 
William T. Sherman, Philip H. Sheridan, August V. 
Kautz, George M. Randall and scores of others associated 
with the famous old command with which it deals. In 
perusing this captivating narrative, which is embellished 
with several valuable illustrations, the reader’s pleasure 


is heightened by the reflection that the 4th United States. 


Infantry is at the age of 115 years both robust and ready, 
fully worthy both as to officers and men, of its heroic 
past. In concluding his article Lieutenant Hodges says: 
“When ‘Old Glory’ floated to the breeze bearing but four- 
teen of the forty-five bright stars that now adorn her 
azure field, the 4th United States Infantry had an organi- 
zation and was inscribing upon the pages of time an 
honorable record, which, ‘dim with the mist of years,’ 
stretches away into the past for more than a century. 
Years of war with many trying campaigns and hard 
fought battles, and years of peace and plenty: -years of 
isolated life on the frontier and years beneath the waving 
palms and in the tangled jungles of tropic isles have 
fallen to its share; through all of these eventful decades 
the narrative of the regiment’s service is one of duty well 
performed. Upon its rolls are inscribed names that will 
be honored upon the earth when monuments of enduring 
bronze and marble erected in their memory have crumbled 
inte dust.” 


Major General Grant, U.S.A., in reviewing the case of . 


Sergt. Evan Reese, 140th Company, Coast Art. Corps, 
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found guilty by a G.C.M. of allowing a prisoner to es- 
cape, and who was sentenced to six months at hard labor, 
a reduction to the ranks and the loss of $10 per month 
for the same period, says: “The court after accepting 
the plea of the accused in their findings, said in. a unani- 
mous recommendation to clemency: “The court has grave 
doubts as to whether Prisoner Dale escaped while Ser- 
veant Reese was actually in charge of the guard. 

while it is of the opinion ‘that Sergeant Reese was negli- 
gent in the performance of his duties, it was not impos- 
sible for the prisoner to have had a lost duplicate key 
and to have escaped in spite of the usual precautions.’ 
Such being the case, the court instead of a straight find- 
ing of guilty should have given the accused the benefit of 
any reasonable doubt and modified the specifications ac- 
cordingly. It also appears that the accused was an old 
soldier of excellent record who simply followed the cus- 
toms of the post in various small matters as to the per- 
formance of his duty as sergeant of the guard, which cus- 
toms had finally resulted in a lax method of guard duty 
in the post guard house and culminated in the escape of 
a prisoner, for which escape the accused is not as much 
to blame as the customs above referred to. The record 
heing not sufficiently complete for the reviewing authority 
to determine a proper finding of guilt and to point out as 
to what specifications the finding of guilty should be ap- 
»roved and in which cases the finding should be disap- 
proved, he was constrained to. disapprove the sentence 
Oct. 7, 1907, and to direct that the accused be released 
from arrest and restored to duty.” 

Private 1st Class Fred Kane, Hosp. Corps, U.S.A., on 
duty as wardmaster and nurse at the Military Hospital, 
Vancouver Barracks, was found guilty by a G.C.M. of 
criminal carelessness in administering to Pvt. J. Szlezas, 
Co. F, 14th Inf., a patient, four grams of hydrargyri 
chloridum (corrosive sublimate) instead of sodii salicylas, 
one gram as prescribed, thereby poisoning said Private 
Szlezas, from the effects of which he died. He was sen- 
tenced to dishonorable discharge with loss of all pay and 
allowances, and to confinement for three years. General 
Greely, in reviewing the proceedings, says: “The sen- 
‘ence is approved. In view of the lamentably defective 
system in the management of the dispensary at Vancou- 
ver Barracks, Washington, where the offense was commit- 
ted, particularly as to labeling and delivering of medical 
prescriptions, the term of confinement is reduced to one 
vear. As thus mitigated, the sentence will be duly exe- 
cuted. Although it appears from the testimony that the 
medicine prepared for Pvt. Jakimas Szlezas, Co. F, 14th 
Inf., was found in the place where poisonous prescriptions 
are usually segregated, thus confirming to a degree the 
claim of the accused that the poison administered by him 
was among the non-poisonous prescriptions, yet the fail- 
ure of the accused to make special inquiries before admin- 
istering medicine from a box labeled ‘poison,’ exhibits a 
degree of criminal carelessness meriting. the punishment 
fixed by the reviewing authority.” 





PAY OF OUR ARMY AND THAT OF CHILI. 

An officer in the Porto Rico Regiment who served sev- 
eral years in the Chilian army has furnished an inter- 
esting comparison between the pay allowances given Chil- 
ian officers and those which officers in the United States 
Army receive. The strength of the standing army of 
Chili is 915 officers and 10,000 men. The initial pay in 
the two services is as follows:

The Chilian officers receive more than ours in similar 
evades, even with the ‘“fogies’’ allowed in our Service. 
‘hey also have the same allowarces as to light, fuel, gas, 
ete, and also draw rations and are provided with ser- 
vants. Commanding officers at posts receive $1,000 a 
year extra pay. The enlisted men receive the sime allow- 
ances that our own enlisted men receive. The standard 
unit of Chilian currency is the peso, the purchasing value 
of which in Chili is said to be greater than that of the 
American dollar in the United States.

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


Sept. 28, 1907, the Auditor of the War Department de- 
cided “that a paymaster’s clerk serving beyond the limits 
of the states comprising the Union and the territories of 
the United States contiguous thereto, excepting Porto 


Rico and Hawaii, is entitled to be paid ten per centum 
increase on their pay from the appropriation made in the 
Act of March 2, 1907, for the payment of such additional 
pay to officers.” The ground of this decision was that 
the word “commissioned,” which has appeared before the 








word “officer” in the Appropriation bills from 1902 to 
1906, inclusive, was left out of the last bill. The de- 
cision of the Auditor having been submitted to the Comp- 
troller, he decides as follows: 

Prior to the Act of June: 30, 1902, supra, the: word ‘‘com- 
missioned” did not appear in acts providing for ten per cent. 
increased pay to officers, and paymaster’s clerks were paid the 
ten per cent. increase. (7 Comp. Dec., 715.) It did appear in 
said act, and in acts subsequent thereto until the Act of March 
2, 1907, supra, during this period paymaster’s clerks have not 
been paid the ten per cent. increase of pay. The omission of 
the word “commissioned” before the word “officer” in the Act 
of March 2, 1907, was intended to effect some change in the 
law, as this word had appeared in prior appropriation acts 
from June 30, 1902, until the passage of that act, and had 
been construed as a limitation on the class of officers entitled to 
the pay. 

Wor batbies of ascertaining the scope of the law as thus 
changed, the reports of the committees in Congress, and on the 
strength of which the change seems to have been made are 
proper sources of information. (Binn v. United States, 194 
U.S., 486; Johnson v. Southern Pacific Co. 196 U.S., 1, 19.) 

The action of the Auditor is approved.

In the case of an expenditure of twenty-six cents by 
Asst. Paymr. Walter D. Sharp, U.S.N., for a telegram, 
the Comptroller decides that the expenditure being to pro- 
tect himself against an illegal payment of eighty cents, 
it cannot be allowed. 

The Comptroller in the case of F. O. Dansare, sail- 
maker’s mate, U.S.N., the Comptroller decides that Par. 
2. Art. 861, U.S. Navy Regulations, allowing men re-en- 
listing abroad travel pay to the place of original enlist- 
ment is without legal effect. He says: ‘The pay of 
enlisted men of the Navy is fixed by the President by au- 
thority of Section 1569, Rev. Stat., but he has been given 
no authority to provide or change a travel allowance for 
enlisted men on discharge. That is controlled by the law- 
making power. It has been changed from time to time, 
but I do not think it can be changed in any way by regu- 
lation. A regulation cannot alter or amend a law. When 
the allowance provided by law is for travel from place of 
discharge to the place of the last enlistment a regulation 
cannot authorize the payment to the place of a former en- 
listment. And the commanding officer certainly has no 
such authority as claimed by the appellant. Public offi- 
cers cannot bind the government beyond the scope of their 
legal authority. For the reasons given I am of opinion 
that the appellant has been paid all travel allowance that 
he is entitled to.”

IN DEFENSE OF SAN ANTONIO. 


San Antonio, Tex., Oct. 8, 1907. 
To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

The San Antonio Daily Express of Oct. 3 contains an 
excerpt from your issue of Sept. 28 which does San An- 
tonio, and particularly our police and courts, a great in- 
justice. You will confer a great favor on us by giving me 
the name of the correspondent who furnished the infor- 


mation on which your article is based; we know that the 
JOURNAL would not intentionally do this community a 
wrong, and if its correspondent here has led it into doing 
so, it should (as I know it will) be willing to redress the 
same, and give the name of him who has led it into error. 

With about one thousand enlisted men stationed at this 
post, the average of cases against soldiers in the police 
corrt does not exceed six or seven per month. This speaks 
well for the behavior of the enlisted men, and certainly 
gives the lie to the statement that the police here “have 
adon‘ed a most disgraceful custom of arresting soldiers 
on the slightest provocation, taking them before the police 
court, snd there, under false charges, tried. * * * This 
condition has been found to exist in San Antonio, Tex., 
to an unusual extent.” 

The facts as stated by your correspondent in the case 
cited, on the corner of Hood street and New Braunfels 
avenue, are entirely false. The facts were: The police 
were called to quell an affray among soldiers at that 
point; arrest was resisted when two of the soldiers were 
taken in charge by the provost guard, and with a third 
subsequently arrested by the guard, turned over to the 
civil police authorities. At the trial these men were de- 
fended by Asst. U.S. District Attorney C. C. Cresson, but 
the proof of guilt was so convincing that their company 
commander, who was present during the trial, paid the 
fines imposed by the court, and refused to permit Mr. 
Cresson to appeal the cases. So much for that. 

The statement that ‘the police regard soldiers as easy 
prey, particularly so, as it seems they get a reward for 
every soldier they can bring in,” is false in every particu- 
lar, since no fees or rewards are collected or paid. Under 
our law no court costs or officers’ or informers’ fees are 
collected; only the fine, and that is paid into the city 
treasury. There is no inducement held out to any officer 
to muke unnecessary arrests, certainly not in the case of 
enlisted men. 

The relations between the military and civil authori- 
ties here have always been most cordial; our city contains 
many retired officers and enlisted men who have married 
and acquired property here and become an integral part 
of our population. 

Enclosed please find clipping from the San Antonio Ga- 
zette of Oct. 6, quoting Colonel Robertson, of the 9th In- 
fantry, regarding the the article complained of.

In the letter enclosed by Mr. Ryan Col. Edgar B. Rob- 
ertson, 9th Inf., U.S.A., says: “You can state for me 
that as far as my’ personal observations are concerned 
during the short time that I have been here, that the 
article in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL in reference to 
the alleged unjust manner in which the troops from Fort 
Sam Houston are treated by the police of San Antonio 
is totally unjust. So far as I am aware, the most cordial 
relations have existed between the city officials and the 
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soldiers and I have taken steps to have the article in 
question. contradicted.” a 

The San Antonio Gazette also publishes a letter from 
Chaplain Dickson, 26th Inf., U.S. Army, of which 
the chaplain sends us a copy. In it he speaks very high- 
ly of the hospitality of San Antonio to our soldiers, say- 
ing: “I heard of the hospitality of San Antonio long be- 
fore I was stationed here and found that the half had not 
been told. I have seen enlisted men enter theaters and 
other places of amusement, purchase the best seats in the 
house and be politely ushered to their seats. I have never 
seen the uniform barred from a single place nor heard 
of it being esteemed other than a badge of respect and 
honor. Being personally acquainted with nearly all the 
enlisted men, I have never heard a single one complain 
that he was mistreated because he wore the uniform of an 
enlisted man, When the 26th Infantry arrived here from 
the Philippines, the regimental treasury was almost 
empty. San Antonio generously patronized an entertain- 
ment that netted over $600 for the fund. When the en- 
listed men’s club tent was accidentally burned to the 
ground San Antonio wired for another and restocked it 
with games and literature. When I want money to pro- 
vide diversion and entertainment. for the enlisted men and 
make my wishes known, San Antonio responds even to 
the last cent requested, and recently assembled many of 
her citizens and requested permission to present to the na- 
tional government a chapel and library building. The 
movement was to evidence the friendship she holds for the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Army, officers who in times 
past and are at present stationed in her midst and the 
enlisted men in whose welfare the city is deeply interest- 
ed. ‘This building will be erected at Fort Sam Houston 
on a tract of nearly three acres donated by the city and 
convenient to the enlisted men. It will be dedicated to 
their moral, intellectual and spiritual welfare. Already 
thousands of dollars have been contributed exclusively 
by the citizens of San Antonio. The work of actual con- 
truction will begin with the least possible delay. What 
other duty in the history of the Army has shown a like 
interest in the enlisted man?” 

Chaplain Dickson also confirms, as we are happy to say, 
what is said by Mr. Ryan in the letter above concerning 
the police adiainistration of San Antonio, and he adds: 
“Hundreds of officers and enlisted men have returned to 
San Antonio to live “where debauchery and disorder are 
advertised on every corner of the street”; I am thinking 
of doing the same thing when I reach the age of retire- 
ment. It is a cosmopolitan city where meet the tides of 
Occident and Orient. The people are as patriotic and 
law-abiding as I have ever seen.”

RIFLE COMPETITIONS. 

The following letter, explaining an opinion of the pro- 
posed changes in rifle competitions, is of interest: 

Camp Keithley, Mind., P.I., Aug. 17, 1907. 
The Adjutant, Camp Keithley, Mind., P.I. 

Sir: In reference to the proposed change in the classes 
and ranges of fire in competitions, I have the honor to express 
the following opinion: 

1. TI am in favor of the slow and timed fire scores at 200, 
300, 500 and 600 yards, and slow fire at 800 and 1,000 yards, 
but am opposed to all sighting shots for these reasons: 

{a) They put a discount upon good judgment of conditions 
affecting firing, the knowledge gained from previous experi- 
ence in shooting and the habit of self-reliance. The average 
soldier will not trouble himself to a great extent to make a 
real careful study of conditions before firing, if he can get 
the necessary information by firing a couple of shots, thereby 
also warming and fouling his piece. He gets no sighting 
shots in battle, and he should not be taught to rely upon 
them in practice. 

(b) Many marksmen have a superstitious dread of making 
bullseyes with their sighting shots, and consider them as 
representing so much good judgment and knowledge wasted 
and their chance of a perfect score lessened. With such men, 
and they are not few, sighting shots are a positive detriment. 

(c) Sighting shots consume considerable time, labor and 
ammunition, and are an extra wear upon the rifles. The 
scores will be but little lower without sighting shots, but 
there will be better results in warfare. 

2. I am in favor of the scores at moving targets, but be- 
lieve both double timing and running rates should be repre- 
sented, either at one or both ranges. Double timing prefer- 
ably at the longer range. 





3. I am opposed to indiyjdual skirmishing at over 800° 


yards. I believe there should be some firing at long ranges 
up to 1,500 yards, but it should be done in slow and collec- 
tive fire, so some idea could be gotten of where the bullets 
strike; but beyond 800 yards in skirmish fire, the average 
shot will be as apt to hit his neighbor's target as his own and 
will usually not see if his shot strikes high or low and would 
not know it to be his own hit if he did see it. A skirmish 
run with running between halts should not be from beyond 
800 yards and then the halts should be every fifty yards or 
less. 

The khaki colored silhouettes should be used, as they rep- 
resent the color of the modern field soldier. Very respectfully,

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


In a test of speed of the third torpedoboat flotilla over 
the measured mile course in the bay at Newport, R.I., 
Oct. 15, according to a newspaper despatch, the Thornton 
made-a record of 24.17 knots; The Stringham made the 
next best record, 21.5 knots. The other boats whose speed 
was tested were the Shrubrick, the Delong and the 
Stockton. 

The U.S. collier Abarenda, which sailed from Norfolk, 
Va., the latter part of this week with coal for the Atlan- 
tic Fleet, took on 150 tons of briquettes made at the gov- 
ernment fuel-testing plant at the Jamestown Exposition 
grounds. ‘Two varieties of Pocahontas and one of New 
River coal were used in making these, the coal being 
crushed and a binder of 6 per cent. coal tar pitch added. 
The briquettes are to be tested on the battleship Connecti- 
cut. The makers claim that the efficiency of the coal is 
increased 15 per cent. through briquetting and is ren- 
dered practically smokeless. 

The battleships to go to the Pacific are to have crows’ 
nests installed. They will be used as observation places in 
connection with the new fire-control system with which 
the vessels are being equipped. The main terminals of 
the system will remain in the military fighting tops, with 
-extensions to the higher crows’ nests, which afford advan- 
tages of observation. 

A standardizing test of the new battleship Mississippi 
was successfully made over a measured mile course at 
the mouth of Delaware Bay Oct. 16. 

The battleship Louisiana arrived at the navy yard, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., Oct. 16. Other vessels now at the yard 
include the Connecticut,. Ohio, Alabama, Rhode Island, 
the refrigerator ship Glacier, the floating machine shop 
Panther, the gunboat Dolphin, and the Marietta. 

The papers of some forty candidates recently examined 
at various stations. for appointment as warrant machin- 
ists in the Nayy have been forwarded to Washington for 
uniform marking. ‘The marking is being done by a spe- 
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cial board of officers, consisting of Comdr. W. M. Parks, 
Comdr. W. S. Smith and Lieut. Comdr. C. N. Offley. 

The new Cunard steamer Lusitania, which arrived at 
New York on Oct. 10 on her second western trip, con- 
trary to the expectation of some persons, broke all records 
in the history of ocean travel. The runs for each twenty- 
four hours ending at noon were: Oct. 6 to 7, 575 miles; 
Oct. 7 to 8, 608 miles; Oct. 8 to 9, 617 miles; Oct. 9 to 
10, 609 miles; Oct. 10, noon, to Sandy Hook Lightship, 
324 miles. The best day’s run was made on Wednesday 
at noon, when the steamer had made 617 miles at an av- 
erage speed of 24.76 knots an hour. This beats the record 
of the Hamburg-American liner Deutschland of 601 miles 
and the Deutschland’s speed of 23.56 knots an hour. The 
Lusitania steamed 2,781 knots on her voyage from 
Queenstown. The average speed was a flat 24 knots an 
hour. On the first voyage of the Cunard liner the dis- 
tance was 2,782 knots. 

Advices from Japan brought by the steamer Empress of 
China, arriving at Vancouver Oct. 15, are that the first- 
class cruisers Kurama and oy each 14,000 tons, will 
be launched between Oct. 21 and 24. The Tsuruga, for- 
inerly the Russian cruiser Pallada, has been put into 
commission, and the Nizen, formerly the Russian battle- 
ship Retvizan, will leave the ways on Oct. 30. The for- 
mer Russian “cruiser Variag will go into commission in 
the Japanese navy next spring. 

The U.S.S. Worden has been ordered placed in reserve 
at the navy yard, Norfolk, Va.; her place in the Second 
Torpedo Flotilla will be taken by the Truxtun. 

The baseball team of the U.S.S. Charleston won the 
championship of the Pacific Fleet Oct. 3 by defeating 
the team of the U.S.S. Pennsylvania. The score, 4 to 0, 
shows the kind of ball that was played. The Charles- 
ton, which acquired seventy-four Navy “Es” in the last 
record target practice, has just made a new coaling 
record. While anchored off Mare Island light last week 
she took on board two hundred and forty-five tons in one 
hour from small lighters. 
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The enterprise of the Manila papers was remarkably 
exemplified by the Times on Aug. 26 when that journal 
published the following piece of alleged news: 

‘BIG FLEET NOW IN THE STRAITS. Passing Through 
Waters North of the Horn.—Torpedo Flotilla to Sail in De- 
cember. (By Associated Press to Honolulu.) 

‘*Washington, Aug. 26.—The big fleet, which is to assemble 
in the Pacific for maneuvers, is now reported to have reached 
the Straits of the Magellan, north of the Horn. It consists of 
sixteen battleships, the original intention to include twenty 
such vessels having been changed. They reached the Straits 
in excellent condition. The Navy Department has decided not 
to send the torpedo flotilla, which it was at first intended 
should accompany the larger vessels, until December. 

‘*There is considerable speculation as to the exact where- 
abouts of the great aggregation of war vessels, the reports re- 
garding the time of departure and its movement having been 
very conflicting. The foregoing despatch shows that the bat- 
tleships will soon emerge into the Pacific and be on their way 
north, skirting the Pacific coast of South America. Their 
probable destination is the Bay of Magdalena, on the long 
spur of Lower California, which belongs to the Mexican gov- 
ernment. The ‘Big Four,’ which left the Philippines a short 
time ago, should soon meet and identify themselves with the 
warships from the Atlantic.’’

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y.H., Oct. 17, 1907. 
Work upon the filling in of Governors Island has been ac- 
tively resumed within the last month, and a statement of 
what has been accomplisted and is still to be done may be 
of interest. The following facts bearing upon the work are 
furnished by the Engineer’s Office on the island: 


The total amount of filling in to be done is 101 acres. Of 
this amount thirty acres have been filled to date, sufficient to 
show at high water, i.e., these thirty acres are not completely 
finished, but largely so. No work has been done for a year, 
but on Sept. 1 Henry Steers, incorporated, began the work 
on a new contract. This firm is building the Sixth avenue 
tunnel, also the New Jersey tunnel terminal of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad. The contract calls for the filling in on eighty 
acres in all, including the thirty acres already nearly com- 
pleted, and the time limit is thirty months. A coffer dam is 
being constructed across the open work to prevent less of 
material, and by the end of October a suction dredge of great 
capacity, with auxiliaries, employing in all seventy-five men, 
will be at work. The construction will go on day and night, 
Sunday excepted, and the filling will be 5,000 yards per diem. 
The material, consisting of sand, stones and gravel, is brought 
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from the Passaic River and from the Bay Ridge Channel, New 
York Harbor.

Quite a number of desirable recruits can be seen drilling in 
the armory of the 8th Battalion, N.G.N.Y., under command of 
Lieut. A, L. McKenzie. These recruits have been gotten to- 
gether for the formation of a new company, and 2d Lieut. 
Alex. M. Bremer has been very active. in securing them. It 
is considered likely that the company will be mustered in 
shortly, and that it will have the letter designation of F to 
replace the company of that letter mustered out some time 
since. 

Of all the notable celebrations which have been held at the 
Jamestown Exposition since its opening in honor of the dif- 
ferent states, the observance of New York Day, on Oct. 10, 
was considered the most brilliant.

Hughes, of New York, who was one of the orators of the day, 
was the central figure during the whole ceremony. He was 
given a remarkable ovation. The Governor was accompanied 
by his staff and Squadron A and a battalion of the 12th 
Regiment as escort. Squadron A was under command of 
Major O. B. Bridgman, and the battalion of the 12th was in 
command of Lieut. Col. T. W. Huston, and made up as fol- 
lows: Staff—Capt. Rene A. De Russy, adjutant; Major 8. 
A. Brown, surg.; Capt. C. S. Richards, comsy.; Capt. E. A. 
Strong, ord. officer; Lieut. J. G@. K. Lee, Q.M. Non-commis- 
sioned staff—-Regimental sergeant, Major J. 8S. Adair; color 
sergeant, John McDermott: color sergeant, George J. Murphy; 
commissary sergeant, Frank J. Loughlin; ordnance sergeant, 
John P. Fennell; a band of thirty pieces, field music of thirty 
pieces, and Cos. A, K, I and G, under command of Major 
N. B. Burr, Lieut. Morvyn Scudder, adjt.; Sergt. Major George 
Simons, Battalion Q.M. Sergt. W. W. Warren. The men of the 12th 
were much admired for their military bearing and deportment 
off duty. Most of the escort duty at the Exposition was per 
formed by the battalion of the 12th, who were always ready 
to move on the instant. A review on Oct. 10, participated in 
by Troops E, F, G and H, 12th U.S. Cav.; companies of the 
23d U.S. Inf.; Battery D, 3d U.S. Field Artillery, and the 
New York troops was finely executed and won great applause 
from the spectators. A special physical drill by the 23d U.S. 
Infantry and a battery drill by Co. D, of the 8d U.S. Field 
Artillery was a splendid piece of work, and won the admira- 
tion of military men and spectators. As an example of the 
excellent discipline among the: New York troops it can be 
stated that although the assembly to return home was made 
one hour earlier than at first ordered, every man of the 12th 
was in his place. The only complaint coming incident to the 
trip was the poor quality of food at the Exposition. The work 
of the Pennsylvania railroad in transporting the troops from 
and to New York comes in for the highest praise from the 
officers who declare the service was perfect in every respect. 

An elaborate armory for the 7th Regiment of Illinois is to 
be constructed in Chicago. The plans provide for a building 
with a frontage of 162 feet, extending through from Went- 
worth avenue to La Salle street. It will be one story high, 
of pressed brick and stone, and will rest on caisson founda- 
tions. The interior will be of fireproof construction, with 
steel trusses. The basement will contain a rifle range, bowl- 
ing alleys and swimming pool. There will be two galleries, 
the lower one to accommodate 2,000 persons, and the upper 
one 1,000. The building alone will cost $150,000. The work 
of excavation will begin next month, and it is expected that 
the building will be completed by April next.

D. E. G. asks: (1) Are ‘‘land grant’’ or ‘‘bond aided’’ 
railroads required to furnish officers, soldiers or disabled 
soldiers tickets on their lines at reduced rates? (2) I served 
in the U.S. Vols. in the Philippine Islands from 1899 to 1901, 
and have served in the Army continuously since that time; 
am I entitled to a campaign badge for the P.I. insurrection? 
If so, as I will be discharged for disability (in line of duty) 
within two weeks, should I make application to the War De- 
partment for same? Answer: (1) Yes. (2) The Philippine 
campaign badge is to be issued to officers and men who served 
ashore in the islands between Feb. 4, 1899, and July 4, 1902.

Newport, R.I:, Oct. 12, 1907. 

A large shipment gf torpedoes from, the Torpedo Station, 
Newport, to the navy. yard, Mare Island, Cal., was made last 
week. . 

Several new cutters have been received at the training sta- 
tion, which will permit a much larger number of apprentice 
seamen to be drilled at boats at the same time. 

Brig. Gen. William Ennis, U.S.A., has rented the Engs cot- 
tage at 11 Kay street,’ Newport, for a year. 

The submarines Shark and Porpoise, attached to the Tor- 
pedo Station, together with the yacht belonging to the Sub- 
marine Telephone Company, of Boston, made exhaustive tests 
last week with the submarine signalling apparatus which was 
recently installed aboard the submarines. 

A daughter was born to the wife of Mr. LeBaron Carleton 
Colt, of Bristol, R.I., Oct. 8. It will be remembered that 
Mrs. Colt is the daughter of Rear Admiral G. A. Converse, U. 
8.N., who was Chief of the Bureau of Navigation for several 
years. ¥S 

A draft of 365 men was transferred to the U.S.S. Praitie 
from the Training Station Oct. 9. These men will be dis- 
tributed among the vessels of the fleet at the League Island 
Navy Yard. . " 

Capt. A. C. Dillingham, U.S.N., Superintendent of the Naval 
Training Service, has returned from Norfolk, Va., where he 
inspected the training station the fore part of last week. 

The resignation of Lieut. Col. Edwin F,,Cooper, of the New- 
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port Artillery Company, has been accepted by Governor Hig- 
gins, of Rhode Island, to take effect from Oct. 3. Colonel 
Cooper has the best wishes of the officers and men of the com- 


pany. 

Football and basket ball teams are being organized at Fort 
Adams and at the training station. 

Lieut. Comdr. Shigetoshi Takeuchi, of the Imperial Japan- 
ese navy, was a frequent visitor at the training station during 
the past week. He witnessed the battalion drill and was 
pleased with the exellent exhibition of the apprentice sea- 
men, their drills and the methods employed. 

Orders have been reeecived by the commanding officer of the 
Third Torpedo Flotilla at the Torpedo Station, Lieut. W. S. 
Mitehell, U.S.N., to have the torpedoboats Stringham, Delong, 
Shubrick, Stockton and “hornton, composing the flotilla, un- 
dergo the standardizing of their propellers. The test will be 
made over a measured mile course. 

Mr. F. P. Webber, in character sketches, and Dr. Luther 
with illustrated songs, gave an entertainment at the Army 
and Navy Y.M.C.A., Oct. 12, for the benefit of the enlisted 
men of the Army and Navy serving at Newport. 

Comdr. Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., in command at the Naval 
Torpedo Station, laid the cornerstone of the new torpedo fac- 
tory on Oct. 11. A copper box containing a list of the names 
of the President, Vice-President, Secretary of the Navy, 
Chief of the Bureau of Ordnance, a list of the officers attached 
to the torpedo station, also a list of the clerical and drafting 
room force, and a document explaining the purpose for which 
the building is being erected, was sealed and cemented within 
fhe stene. The box also contained a copy of the Newport 
Herald of Oct. 11, a number of primers now used in the Navy, 
and several 1907 pennies and a number of samples of the 
postage stamps now in use.

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ARMY STATIONS. 
We omit the table of the stations of the Army this 
week. ‘There are no changes since the list appeared in 
our issue of Oct. 12, pages 153 and 154. 


FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

According to Uberall, the organ of the German Navy 
League, within the last ten years the personnel of the 
German navy has been doubled. In 1897 there were 
23,403 men, in 1901, 31,171, and in 1904, 38,406, whereas 
in the present year there are 46,951. Thus within ten 
years there is an increase of 23,548 men, and-within the 
last six years of 15,780. It is expected that in the next 
Estimates provision will be made for over 50,000. Since 
1901 there has been an addition of 595 executive officers, 
134 engineers, 70 doctors, and 70 paymasters. Within 
the same period the warrant officers have increased by 
674, and the petty officers by 3,142. It further appears 
that, of the existing establishment, 19,051 men belong to 
the seamen’s division, 14,159 to the harbor division, 5,517 
to the torpedo division, and 3,269 to the seamen-gunners’ 
division. 

A new drill and maneuver regulations has been recently 
issued to the Belgian army, which, according to the Bel- 
gique Militaire, is based on the latest drill regulations of 
France, Germany, Great Britain and Japan, and inspired 
by the lessons of the two latest wars. Amongst the prin- 
cipal changes are‘the following: Reduction of the indi- 
vidual and company training to four and a half months; 
certain movements and formations have been given up 
both in the handling of arms and in drill; the bayonet 
exercise has been simplified; squad instruction will in fu- 
ture be carried out entirely by the officers and not by non- 
commissioned officers; as regards battle training, a great 
part is judiciously left to the initiative, judgment, and in- 
telligence of those responsible for the training. 

The Vostok, a Russian journal published at Dalny, says 
the experiences of the late war have convinced the Japan- 
«se government that the general instruction of the corps 
of officers did not come up to the requirements of a mod- 
ern army. The Japanese War Department has, therefore, 
decided to make the conditions to be fulfilled more severe 
as regards general instruction, not only for combatant, 
but also for non-combatant officers. With this object a 
special commission has been formed at the War Depart- 
ment to elaborate new programs of instruction for mili- 
tary schools by giving greater elasticity to the regula- 
tions at present in force. 

As if to demonstrate the truth of the observation that 
the days of continuous enceintes were over, the decree has 
gone out to commence the demolition of the fortifications 
of Paris. The work will be carried out gradually. It 
has begun at the Clignancourt Gate, and will be carried 
cut for a distance of 600 meters, as far as the Porte des 
Poissoniers, through which the Northern Railway of 
France enters the walls of the capital. 

There appears to be serious question of the fidelity of

time of hoisting the pennant. The mirrors 
are to be 36 inch by 20 inches, with un- 
polished oak frames. The expense incurred 
is not to exceed $25 for battleships and 
$15 for cruisers. 


The France Militaire tells us that the 
happiest relations existed between officers 
and soldiers during the recent maneuvers 
of the French army, notwithstanding all 
that has recently been said to the con- 
trary, the officers being most solicitous for 
the welfare of their men. Some battalions 
marched without the “sac,” in light order, 
and with little fatigue, and our contempo- 
rary hopes that it may be possible to em- 
ploy field wagons to carry the necessaries 
for the men. In regard to the color of the 
uniform and its character, that worn by 
the American attaché was thought partic- 
ularly suitable, but the France Militaire 
doubts whether it is necessary for the 
French to adopt khaki. As to the working 
of the army service troops, they have never 
been mentioned, which is the best testi- 
mony to their practical efficiency. 


It is stated by the Militiir-Politische 
Korrespondenz that the German Emperor, 
in his criticism of the recent maneuvers, 
which lasted about an hour, spoke with 


great severity of the leading of. the cavalry, 
which did not show proper initiative »to 
take advantage of its opportunities. In this 
way the success of the Red side was com- 
promised, and’ it was:only dwing to a very 
long march made by the 19th Infantry Di- 
vision, enabling it to come into action, that 
the critical situation was improved. While 
this was taking place, six divisions of cay- 
alry, with their artillery and machine 
guns, remained almost inactive. On the 
Blue side the leading was better, and some 
regiments were congratulated on what they 
had done, but the Emperor called upon 
General vén Kleist, Inspector General* of 
Cavalry, to: point*out to the cavalry com- 
manders the principal faults committed. 
Press despatches from Tokio state that 
the biggest and fastest torpedoboat destfoy- 
er is being built for the Japanese navy.. It 
will have a tonnage of 1,100 and a 
speed of 35 knots. Its armament will be 
one 5-inch and eight 4-inch guns, and” it 
will have four torpedo tubes. It is intend- 
ed that it shall be able to accompany bat- 
tleships in any weather. Up-to date the 
fastest torpedo. craft are the “German. G 
137, which is said to have made in its 
trials last month 33 knots, and the British 
Cossack, which, the same month in a trial 
run on the Mersey, made 33 1-2 knots. 
According to the Berlin correspondent: of 
the London Globe, the German military 
authorities intend during the ensuing three 
months to carry out an important series of 
experiments in wireless telegraphy at 
Metz and Strasburg, and at the six leading 
fortresses of Kénigsberg, Thorn, Danzig, 
Posen, Cologne, and Mainz. One thousand 
reservists, who have served as military 
telegraphists, have been called .up to work 
with those.now-serving with the army. 


Napoleon liked dancing among his sol- 
diers, and unless tactical considerations 
forbade, even encouraged dancing: in camp 
on the eve of a battle. He used to say it 
put heart into the men. A French war 
minister is again taking up the subject. 
General Picquart is sending dancing mas- 
ters among the regiments. He is deter- 
mined. that all the men shall be able to 
dance. Napoleon, of course, allowed his 
soldiers’ women-folk to encamp’ a few 
miles in rear of an army, but modern 
French soldiers will not be able to dance 
with their women, who, though: hors da 
combat at short range 100 years ago, 
would, in these days of Long Toms, be in 
danger within a few miles. 


A writer in the Naval and Military Rec- 
ord of London declares that the officers and 
N.C.O.’s of the Swiss army, from profes- 
sional inexperience, are not capable of do- 
ing justice to the really splendid troops 
of which the army is composed. “These de- 
fects are likely to become apparent . at 
home with the new territorial force, unless 
proper facilities are forthcoming ‘for the 
training of the officers, and a generous sys- 
tem of pay is introduced during their ab- 
sence from civil employment. 


_ROUND THE MUD-HOLE. 

“The following incident,’ writes an old 
soldier, “came under my personal observa- 
tion. It: will find quite a few grayheads 
who wilk remember its taking place, and 
they will crack a smile, I am sure. 

“In 188- old Fort Laramie, Wyo., was 
garrisoned by four companies of the —th 
Infantry, one-of which was commanded by 
Captain’ R,” avery stout and corpulent 
man.: One evening, after it had been rain- 
ing hard for several days, in the road en- 
circling the parade ground was to be seen 
a large pool of ‘water.and mud, reaching 
almost. clear across the road. ‘The troops 
(in full dress) marehed over this road in 
review for the colonel, who was in front of 
his quarters. When the last company came 
almost on top of this pool, instead of re- 
ceiving the proper command for passing 
obstacles, it heard from its commander, 
who was absent-minded and got somewhat 
excited, the following command, shouted 
in a bass voice: ‘My company go “round 
the mtd-hole, March!’ ow, the right 
guide, the first sergeant in those days, 
placed himSelf quickly in front of No. 4, 
the company (all old soldiers) executed 
‘Right forward fours right’ and the move- 
ment was completed without a hitch. But 
after parade there was shouting and laugh- 
ing, not only by the enlisted men, but by 
the officers also.” ~ *

Last Saturday one thousand six hundred 
pairs of Elliott ear protectors were deliv- 
ered to the New York Arsenal to be distrib- 
uted to the Coast Artillery companies.

Ringing-ears, headache, and even 
gun-deafness have often been the conse- 
quences. of - target practice. For three 
years a device, the Elliott Ear Protector, 
has been on_the market, and has been used 
quite extensively to prevent such injury.
